WHEREAS  there  was  this  day  read,  at  the  Board,  the  humble  me- 
morial of  Sir  George  Baker,  Bart.  Phyfician  to  their  Majefties, 
and  Prefident  of  the  College  or  Commonalty  of  the  Faculty  of  Phyfic  in 
Eondon,  fetting  forth,  that  the  faid  Prefident  and  College  have,  with  great 
care,  pains,  and  induftry,  revifed,  correfted,  and  reformed,  a book,  by  them 
formerly  publilhed,  intitled.  Pharmacopoeia  Collegii  Regalis  Medicorum  Lon- 
dinenfis,  preferibing  and  diredling  the  manner  of  preparing  all  forts  of  me- 
dicines therein  contained,  together  with  the  true  weights  and  meafures  by 
which  they  ought  to  be  madet  which  book  is  now  perfedlcd  and  ready  to  be 
publilhed,  and,  it  is  conceived,  will  contribute  to  the  public  good  of  his 
JVlajefty’s  fubjedis,  by  preventing  all  deceits,  differences,  and  uncertainties, 
in  making  or  compounding  of  medicines,  if,  for  the  future,  the  manner  and 
form  preferibed  therein  Ihould  be  praflifed  by  Apothecaries,  and^others,  in 
their  compofitions  of  medicines.  The  memorialift,  therefore,  mo/t  humbly 
prays,  that  his  Majefty  will  be  gracioully  pleafed  to  enforce  the  obfcrvance 
thereof,  in  fuch  manner  as  to  his  Majefty  /hall  feem  meet.  His  Majefty 
this  day  took  the  faid  memorial  into  his  royal  confideralion,  and,  being 
defirous  to  provide  in  all  cafes  for  the  common  good  of  his  people,  and  being 
perfuaded  that  the  eftabli/hing  the  general  ufe  of  the  faid  book  may  tend  to 
the  prevention  of  fuch  deceits  in  the  making  and  compounding  medicines, 
•wherein  the  lives  and  health  of  his  Majefty’s  fubjedls  are  fo  highly  con- 
cerned, hath  therefore  thought  fir,  by  and  with  the  advice  of  his  Privy 
Council,  hereby  to  notify  to  all  Apothecaries  and  others  concerned,  to  the 
intent  they  may  not  pretend  ignorance  thereof,  that  the  faid  book,  called 
Pharmacopceia  Collegii  Regalis  Medicorum  Londinen/is,  is  perfedled,  and 
ready  to  be  publiftied.  And  his  Majefty  doth  therefore  ftriflly  require, 
charge,  and  command,  all  and  Cngular  Apothecaries,  and  others  whofe  bufi- 
jiefs  it  is  to  compound  medicines,  or  diftil  oil  or  waters,  or  make  other 
extradls,  within  any  part  of  his  Majefty’s  kingdom  of  Great-Britain  called 
England,  dominion  of  Wales,  or  town  of  Berwick-upon-Tweed,  that  they, 
and  every  of  them,  immediately  after  the  faid  Pharmacopceia  Collegii  Regalis 
Medicorum  Londinenfis  /hall  be  printed  and  publilhed,  do  not  compound  or 
make  any  medicine  or  medicinal  receipt  or  prefeription,  or  diftil  any  oil  or 
waters,  or  make  other  extrafls,  that  are  or  /hall  be  in  the  faid  Pharmacopceia 
Collegii  Regalis  Medicorum  Londinenfis  mentioned  or  named,  in  any  other 
manner  or  form  than  is  or  /hall  be  diredfed,  preferibed,  and  fet  down,  by  the 
faid  book,  and  according  to  the  weights  and  meafures  that  are  or  /hall  be 
therein  limited,  except  it  /hall  be  by  the  fpecial  diredlion  or  prefeription  of 
fome  learned  Phyfician  in  that  behalf.— And  his  Majefty  doth  hereby  declare, 
that  the  offenders  to  the  contrai-y  /hall  hot  only  incur  his  Majefty’s  juft  dif- 
pleafure,  'but  be  proceeded  againft,  for  fuch  their  contempt  and  offences,  ac- 
cording to  the  utmoftfeverity  of  the  law.

COLLEGE  PREFACE. 


A"  MOST  half  a century  has  elapfed 
fince  our  predeceffors  executed  the 
fame  tafk  we  have  now  undertaken,  no  lefs 
to  the  praife  of  their  judgment  than  their 
diligence.  If  Medicine,  during  that  fpace, 
advanced  not  equally  with  other  ufeful  arts, 
it  received  many  valuable  improvements,  as 

well  from  the  induftry  and  difcoveries  of 

\ 

others,  as  from  thofe  more  particularly  who 
have,  of  late,  ftudied  Chemifiry  with  unufual 
zeal  and  penetration. 

As,  for  that  reafon,  it  became  our  duty  to 
examine  anew  the  common  inftruments  of 
the  art  of  healing,  we  thought  duty  re- 
quired us  to  employ  all  the  affiftance  which 
could  be  derived  from  modern  chemiftry ; 

A and, 
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and,  from  its  colledcd  light,  render  oui 
work  more  clear  and  luminous.  It  was  our 
principal  wifh  that  every  chemical  matter, 
applicable  to  the  practice  of  PHyfic,  fhould 
be  introduced  by  us,  not  only  freed  from 

T 

error,  but  more  perfect  and  neat,  as  well  as 
more  fcientifically  digefted  and  arranged, 
•than  had  been  ufual  among  us.  All  our  care 
was  not,  however,  fo  far  wafted  on  this  very 
difticult  part  of  our  work  as  to  negled  other 
things,  or  only  touch  on  them  curforily  and 
by  chance  ; as  the  compofition  of  each  Me- 
dicine was  feparately  and  carefully  weighed ; 
in  order  that  if  any  thing  was  found  deficient 
it  might  be  added, — if  too  much,  or  redun- 
dant, taken  away.  Nor  have  we  made  any 
fcruple  in  executing  this  duty,  to  cut  off 
whole  formulas  when  of  little  ufe,  and  to 
infert  others  more  ufeful, — in  fuch  a manner, 
however,  that  no  new  remedy  has  been 
fondly  adopted,  no  one,  in  conftant  ufe  and 
practice,  rejected. 

Great  care  has  been  taken  that  very  few 
traces  lliould  remain  of  anile  fuperftition  ; 

and. 
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and,  if  any  thing  unnecefTary,  or  of  little 
life,  be  fcattered  here  and  there,  we  have 
thought  it  better  to  leave  our  fucceffors  to 
correal;  or  rejed:  it,  than  to  oppofe  erroneous 
opinions  too  pertinaceoufly — whilft  they  are 
innocent.  We  have  confulted  fimplicity 
wherever  in  our  power,  and  been  particu- 
larly careful  that  fuch  things  only  fliould  be 
compounded  as  commodioufly  unite  together, 
and  tend  to  one  and  the  fame  defign.  Hence 
it  happens  that  fome  prodigious  and  enormous 
oitidotes^  which  have  really  neither  bounds 
nor  intention,  and  are  made  up  of  fubftances ' 
colleded  from  all  quarters,  and  oppofite  in 
their  virtues,  are  now  at  laft  difplaced ; — a 
manifeft  proof  that  neither  the  authority  of 
ancient  cuftom,  nor  reverence  of  antiquity, 
has  any  longer  too  much  dominion  over 
us. 

The  ancients  were  miferably  occupied 
with  the  fear  and  the  correction  of  poifons, 
of  which,  however,  we  are  certain  they  were 
acquainted  with  very  few.  Far  different  in 
our  time  is  the  fortune  of  poifons ; for, 

A 2 medicine 
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medicine  feems  not  now  to  be  averfe  to  them 
as  to  inveterate  enemies,  but  to  have  brought 
them  over  to  its  party,  and  to  make  ufe  of 
them  as  allies  and  auxiliaries.  A few  of 
thefe  (which  we  have  ourfelves  tried)  we 
have  enrolled  in  our  lill',  ready  to  adopt 
others,  if  faithful  experiment,  made  in  the 
cure  (jf  difeafes,  flrall  demonftrate  their  effi- 
cacy.— It  would  be  too  raffi  to  adopt,  as 
known,  .what  has  not  been,  as  yet,  fuffi- 

I 

ciently  explored. 

The  great  number  of  things  to  which  we 
have  given  names,  before  unknown,  and 
lately  formed,  may  perhaps  give  to  fome  an 
opportunity  to  find  fault ; fince  there  is 
fcarcely  any  one  who  does  not  more  willing- 
ly ufe  names  to  which  he  has  been  accuf- 
tomed,  than  new  ones.  But  the  defign  of 
ihefe  changes  is,  firft,  that  fome  vain  and 
unmeaning  words,  derived  from  the  falla- 
cies of  the  old  Chemifts,  or  otherwife,  ffiould 
fall  into  difufe  (as  much  as  poffible)  and 
into  oblivion  : 2dly,  that  each  compofition 
Ihould,  by  its  title,  rather  ffiew  what  it  is, 
3 ' than 
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than  for  what  intention  it  is  'defigned,  and 
of  what  principles  it  confifts,  rather  than  in  ’ 
what  cafes  it  is  ufeful,  or  to  what  parts  of 
the  body  appropriated : and,  laftly,  that 

no  remedy  flrould  be  concealed  under  a title 
which  does  not  belong  to  it.  With  regard 
to  the  names  we  have  arbitrarily  given  to 
three  alkaline  Salts , (of  which  one,  indeed, 
had  been  long  in  ufe,  and  the  other  two  are 
but  little  altered  from  their  common  appella- 
tion,) they  have  in  truth  fo  much  conveni- 
ence and  brevity,  that  they  may  juftly  claim, 
at  leaft,  the  excufe  of  Phyficians.  It  is 
not,  however,  to  be  denied,  that  fo  many 
novelties  muft  be  difagreeable  to  thofe  who 
deal  in  medicines ; efpecially  at  firh,  and 
before  they  conceive  them  perfectly ; but 
that  difguft,  however  great  it  may  be,  wull 
be  got  the  better  of  eafily,  ceafe  of  itfelf, 
and  give  place  to  a cuftom,  more  proper,  - 
more  pleafant,  and  more  ufeful. 

We  are  not  ignorant  how  very  great  the^ 
difficulty  is  of  forming  a Difpenfatory  in 
every  refncdl  complete  and  perfect — nor  of 
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the  little  reafon  there  is  for  hoping  it  would 
pleafe  all  mankind  : — we  pretend  not  to  un- 
dertake any  fuch  thing ; and  fhall  really 
congratulate  ourfelves,  if  the  trouble,  em- 
ployed for  the  public  health  on  this  work, 
anfwers  in  fome  degree  the  purpofe  of  alle- 
viating the  evils  of  ficknefs,  and  rendering 
their  cure  more  prompt  and  expeditious.

He  has 
been  perfuaded  to  mention  the  dofes  of 
medicines ; and  has,  in  fome  meafure,  ' 
complied,  though  not  perfedUy  with  his  own 
approbation ; as  the  fame  medicines  are 
given  in  various  dofes,  not  only  in  different 
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difeafes,  but  in  different  circumftances  of  the 
fame  ^difeafe. 

P.  5.  In  the  laft  and  prefcnt  Edition  an  account  is 
given  of  the  articles  of  the  Materi^  Medica  lately  adopt- 
ed ; of  the  others  it  feemed  lefs  necelTary  after  the  expe- 
rience of  a century  or  more.  '

HE  College  finding  it  neceflary  to  re- 
print the  Pharmacopoeia  of  1788,  have 
thought  proper  to  revife  it,  and  to  correct 
fome  few  inaccuracies.  Several  Formulae 
alfo  are  added  ; fome  are  materially  altered, 
and  the  names  of  a few  officinals  changed 
for  others  more  fcientific. — The  tranllation 
of  the  work  by  the  late  Dr.  Healde  muft 
therefore  now  neceflarily  appear  very  diffe- 
rent from  the  original : — to  remove  this  in- 
convenience is  the  defign  of  the  prefent  Edi- 
tion. I have  in  fome  inftances  ventured  to 
alter  the  manner  of  the  laft  tranflation;  but  this 
has  been  done  fparingly,  and  only  where  the 
fenfc  was  thought  to  be  obfcurely  exprefled: — 

the 
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the  remarks  I have  left  almoft  wholly  as  I 
found  them,  although  fome  feem  yet  to 
border  upon  futility : — the  few  additions  to 
them  of  my  own  will  probably  neither  di- 
minifh  nor  extend  the  repufation  of  the  book, 
and  therefore  need  not  be  particularly  diftin- 
guifhed. 

As  the  pronunciation  even  of  the  moft 
common  technical  terms  in  medicine  is 

I 

fometimes,  from  ignorance  or  cuftom,  very 
barbaroufly  perverted,  I have  endeavoured  to 
I afcertain  the  exadt  meafure  of  a variety  of 
words,  in  order  that  we  may  all  hereafter 
fpeak  the  fame  language  in  a fimilar  manner. 
I have  indeed  advanced  but  a very  few  paces 
towards  a perfeft  fyftem  of  medical  ortho- 
logy ; — but  little  as  the  progrefs  is  which  I 
have  made,  it  will  probably  be  objedled  to 
me,  that  I have  performed  it  imperfectly  : — 
Words  of  uncertain  derivation  will  always 
be  meafured  by  the  arbitrium  loquendi  of  in- 
genious and  learned  men ; and  therefore 
when  no  etymology  could  be  ttaced,  I have 
availed  myfelf  of  the  friendship  of  fome  of 

the 
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the  firft  botanifts  of  the  prefent  age,  whofe 
decifion,  I truft,  will  be  thought  fufficient  to 
eftablifh  both  the  juftice  and  the  propriety  of 
any  doubtful  expreffion.  Some  few  words 
which  are  derivatives  from  the  Greek  may  alfo 
appear  to  be  improperly  marked:  bi^t  if  I could 
not(whichlcertainlycan)  produce  an  authority 
equal  in  every  refpedt  to  any  which  is  adduced 
againft  me,  yet  I fhould  think  myfelf  fully 
juftified  in  fixing  the  quantity  according  to 
the  profody  of  the  Latin  language,  whenever 
the  word  has  as  it  were  been  admitted  into 
that  community,  and  by  common  confent 
and  cuftom  naturalized  : — inftances  are  by 
no  means  wanting  in  our  own  language, 
where  we  forget  the  beauty  of  Grecian  mea- 
fures  in  the  harmony  of  Englifii  numbers ; 
and  we  cannot  juftly  deny  that  licence  to 
the  Roman  mufe,  which  we  fo  freely  and 
fo  conflantly  afliime. 

I am  fenfible  that  in  another  part  of  this 
work  I muft  be  under  a neceffity  of  requeft- 
ing  almofi;  an  unlimited  indulgence  : the  dif- 
ficulty of  fixing  the  quantities  in  medicine 

requires

requires  much  greater  ability,  than  the  mea- 
lurcs  of  words  : the  variation  in  the  remedy 
itfelf,  the  difference  of  conftitutions,  the  pe- 
riod in  the  difeafe,  and  a variety  of  circum- 
flances  influencing  particular  flates  of  the  ani- 
mal economy,  all  unite  in  rendering  any  ' 
attempt  to  fix  the  dofes  of  medicines  very 
liable  to  doubt  and  contingency — Sheltering 
myfelf  therefore  under  the  protection  of  this 
uncertainty,  I trufl  that  even  the  very  errors 
will  not  be  too  harflily  condemned.  Every 
medical  practitioner  muft  be  obliged  to 
confefs,  that  he  has  occalionally  expe- 
rienced an  embarraffment  in  apportioning  the 
dofes  of  fome  of  the  mofl  common  remedies  ; 
we  may  cafily  therefore  conceive  that  the 
exhibition  of  an  unufual,  though  mofl  effi- 
cacious, medicine  may  frequently  be  neg- 
lected, becaufe  we  are  ignorant  of  the  quan- 
tity which  might  be  preferibed  with  fafety.  I ' 
am  not  difpofed  to  allow  that,  fince  Chemiflry 
has  made  fuch  great  and  valuable  additions 
to  the  Materia  Medica,  we  haye  no  need  of 
number  of  articles  which  the  fafhion  qf  the 

pre. 
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prefent  times  almoft  difregards  as  ilfeiefs— - 
for  the  perfe(Et  knowledge  and  judicious, ex- 
hibition of  a few  adtive  medicines  ought  not 
always  to  fuperfede  the  prudent  and  fuccefs- 
ful  practice  of  the  older  fchools — nor,  be- 
caiife  the  indefatigable  perfeverance  of  man- 
kind has  explored  the  properties  of  a few  re- 
fradtoiy  fubftances,  and  rendered  even  poi- 
fons  medicinal,  fliould  we  forget  or  defpife 
that  pure  abundance  which  has  always  been, 
and  is  ftill  every  where  fupplied  by  the  boun- 
tiful hand  of  nature.'  Although  I greatly 
admire  the  Icience,  and  much  efteem  every 
remedy  which  Chemiftry  prepares  for  us, 
yet  if  ever  this  doflrine  Ihould  be  gene^ 
rally  embraced  and  pradiifed,  it  may  at  laft 
operate  to  the  exclufion  of  all  other  reme- 
dies— becoming  rather  a fubjedt  for  painful 
refledlion,  than  for  congratulatory  exultation. 

The  perfediion  of  an  art  is  frequently 
obftruded  by  the  fimplificatlon  and  dimi- 
nution of  its  inflruments  : the  univerfal  ap- 
plication of  one  to  the  purpofes  of  all  may 
be  perhaps  a proof  of  ingenuity,  but  not 
altogether  of  prudence ; for,  where  many 

might 
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might  have  been  employed  with  greater  ad- 
vantage, but  are  neglected  merely  from  an 
habitual  attachment  to  the  eafier  exercife  of 
a few,  whatever  we  may  gain  in  expedition, 
we  (hall  lofe  in  excellence — facility  of  exe- 
cution alfo  fometimes  produces  indolence, 
which  is  too  often  the  prolific,  though  un- 
fulpeding,  parent  of  ignorance.

IN  this  country  two  kinds  of  Weights  are 
employed ; with  one  we  weigh  gold  and 
filver,  with  the  other  almoft  all  other  wares. 
The  former  we  call  Troy -weighty  the  latter 
Avoirdupois-weight.  The  pounds  are  diffe- 
rently divided  : the  former  containing  only 
twelve  ounces,  the  latter  fifteen.  The  pound 
as  well  as  the  ounce  alfo  differs  in  weight ; 
for  the  goldfmith’s  pound  is  lefs  than  the 
other,  but  the  ounce  greater

* The  Avoirdupois  pound  contains  7000  grains, 
whereas  the  Troy  pound  contains  only  5760  j that  is,  lefs 
by  1240  grains.  The  Troy  ounce  contains  480  grains,

We  employ  the  pound  of  the  goldfmlths, 
which  w'e  divide  in  this  manner : 


The  pound 
The  ounce 
The  dram 
The  fcruple 


contains 


twelve  ounces, 
eight  drams, 
three  fcruples. 
twenty  grains. 


Tlie  meafure  likewife  of  liquids  in  this 
country  differs : one  being  ufed  for  beer, 
and  another  for  wune.  We  adopt  the  lat- 
ter ; ufmg  that  meafure  for  a pint  which  is 
called  a wine-pint.

fixteen  ounces, 
eight  drams. 


The  gallon  contains  eight  pints. 


the  Avoirdupois  only  437  j-  grains  : that  is,  lefs  by  42^ 
grains  : fo  that  ten  ounces  Troy  are  almoft  equal  to 
eleven  Avoirdupois.  Now,  as  the  compofitions  of  the 
Difpenfatory,  and  the  extemporaneous  prefcriptions  of 
phyficians,  areadap’ted  to  the  Troy-weight,  it  is  evident, 
that,  if  the  ounce  and  half-ounce  Avoirdupois  are  em- 
ployed with  the  Troy  dram  and  its  fubdivifions,  the  in- 
gredients muft  be  taken  in  improper  proportions.  It  is 
to  be  lamented  that  the  Avoirdupois  weights  are  not  ba- 
nifhed  entirely  from  the  fhops  of  apothecaries. 


As 
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As  a pound  weight  of  fcarcely  any  liquor 
fills  the  meafure  which  we  call  a pint^  we  have 
every  where  diftintlly  marked  how  a fub- 
fiance  is  prefcribed,  whether  by  weight  or 
by  meafure*. 

We  deem  mortars,  made  of  .brafs,  or  cop- 
per, improper  for  preparing  medicines -f*. 

And  with  refpeft  alfo  to  meafures,  funnels, 
and  veflels  employed  for  the  evaporation  of 
liquids,  which  are  made  of  copper,  lead,  or 

* The  precaution  above-mentioned,  though  highly 
neCeflary  in  the  original  Latin  of  the  Pharmacopoeia, 
is  not  fo  generally  required  in  an  Englifli  tranflation. 
In  Englifli,  the  word  Pint  diftinguiflies  the  Libra  by 
meafure  from  that  by  weight,  without  ambiguity.  With 
regard  to  the  ounce  and  its  divifions,  the  words  by  weight 
or  by  meafure  will,  in  this  Tranflation,  be  conftantly  in- 
ferted. 

t The  propriety  of  this  and  the  following  injundlion 
needs  little  proof. — It  is  certain,  that  even  the  fofter 
abforbent  fubftances,  rubbed  for  a fliort  time  in  a bell- 
metal  mortar,  ufually  fuppofed  not  liable  to  abraflon,  ac- 
quire in  fome  degree  a cupreous  quality  ; as  appears  on 
the  afFufion  of  volatile  alkali. — As  to  veflels  of  lead  and 
its  compounds,  the  danger  attending  their  ufe  is  univer- 
fally  known  and  acknowledged.

The  Thermometer  which  we  employ  is 
that  of  Fahrenheit. 

By  a boiling  heat^  (calor  fervens)  mull  be 
underftood  an  heat  from  200  to  212  de- 
grees. 

By  a gentle  heat  (calor  lenis)  is  meant  an 
heat  from  90  to  100  degrees. 

Whenever  we  ufe  the  words  specific 
GRAVITY,  we  fuppofe  the  fubflance  men- 
tioned to  be  of  a temperature  equal  to  55 
degrees  of  heat. 

* Although  the  heat  of  boiling  water  is  212  degrees, 
yet,  on  removing  the  vefTel  containing  it  from  the  fire, 
its  heat  is  fomewhat  lefs  ; and,  as  the  word  fervens  is 
chiefly  ufed  in  the  directions  for  infufions  and  folutions, 
the  word  boiling  may  not  be  an  improper  tranflation 
of  it.

In  this  catalogue  of  Materia  Medica  I could  have  wilhed 
to  have  omitted  the  hiftories  of  many  limples,  which 
the  late  Tranflator  introduced,  thinking  it  better  that 
the  Reader  fliould  himfelf  'confult  fuch  Authors  as 
have  written  profefledly  upon  the  fubjedf,  than  to  ob- 
trude that  upon  him,  which  the  nature  of  the  work 
did  not  abfolutely  feem  to  require.  However,  as 
the  obfervations  are  very  ufeful,  and  have  been  made 
with  accuracy,  they  are  fufFered  to  retain  their  fitu- 
ation,  rather  as  a mark  of  refpecSl  to  his  memory, 
than  under  any  imprelfion  of  ftri<St  local  propriety.

This  is  a polfonous  plant,  an  extract  of  which  was 
recommended  about  twenty-fix  years  ago,  by  Dr.  Storck, 
in  rheumatic, .venereal,  and  other  painful  complaints. 
He  gave  it  in  fmall  dofes,  mixed  with  fugar,  magnefia, 
&c.  which  were  to  be  gradually  and  cautioufly  aug- 
mented. Hall(r,  in  his  Hiji.  Stirp.  Helv.  had  fuppofed, 
from  a bad  figure  annexed  to  Storck’s  trail,  that  the 
plant,  with  which  he  had  made  his  experiments,  was 
the  Aconitum  cammarum  Linn,  the  flowers  of  which,  ac- 
cording to  Murray,  are  of  a paler  blue  than  thofe  of  the 
, ^ Aconitum 
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Aconitum  Napel/us,  and  the  helmet  much  longer,  Syji> 
Veget,  Linn.  1784,  p.  504,  and  the  fuppofition  of  Haller 
has  been  repeated  by  Bergius.  It  has  lince  however 
been  aflerted  from  Vienna,  that  Storck’s  plant  was  the 
Aconitum  Napellus^  reprefen  ted  in  tab.  381  oijacquin's 
ji.  Aujl.  the  leaves  of  which  are  almoft  fmooth,  and  on 
both  fides  bright  and  fublucid ; by  which  it  may  be  dif- 
tinguiflied  from  the  other,  even  before  its  time  of  flow- 
ering, which  is  Auguft  and  September. — If  the  obfer- 
vation  of  Thielifch  in  the  Abhandl.  der  HalUfeh.  naturf. 
TViJfenfch.  be  true,  viz.  that  the  Aconitum  is  efficacious 
principally  before  it  produces  ftalks,  and  that,  after  the 
flowers  appear,  the  leaves  may  be  eaten  with  impunity, 
— July,  the  time  of  colledling  it  directed  by  the  Ph. 
Dan.  is  not  perhaps  toofoon.  Kcsrnpfer  employed,  in  the 
complaints  mentioned  above,  a tindture  of  the  dry  plant 
in  proof-fpirit,  which,  he  fays,  is  of  a deeper  colour 
than  if  made  with  redlified,  and  which  he  praifes  much 
in  the  Adi.  Hajf.

This  acrid  and  bitter  plant  grows  in  various  moun- 
tainous parts  of  Europe  j that,  however,  from  Bohemia 
and  Saxony,  is  preferred,  on  account  of  its  ftronger 
fmell,  Pharm.  Dan.  The  apothecaries  are  cautioned 
not  to  miftake  other  plants  of  fimilar  appearance  for  Leo- 
pard’s Bane,  fuch  as  the  Hypochoeris  maculata,  ( Cojia-,) 
Hagens  Lehrb.  der  Jpothekerk, — or  the  Inula  Dyfenterica 
(Conyza  media  ajieris  jiore  luteo)  the  leaves  of  which  are 
oblong,  and  fomewhat  downy,  whilfl  thofe  of  Leopard’s 
Bane  are  rather  oval,  entire,  and  ribbed  like  plantain. 
Ph.  Dan. 

It  has  long  been  in  reputation  in  Germany  as  a re- 
foivent  of  coagulated  blood,  and  generally  given  after 
contullons  and  internal  bleedings,  from  its  good  efFedts 
in  which  cafes  it  has  been  called  the  Panacea  Lapforum. 
It  was  praifed  more  than  a century  ago  by  Fehr,  in  the 
Eph.  N.  C.  nor  has  time  deftroyed  its  reputation  on  the 
Continent,  if  we  may  judge  by  the  great  number  of  emi- 
nent perfons  who  have  recommended  it.  Formerly  an 
infuHon  or  decodtion  in  beer,  of  a ^i  or  ^ii  of  the  herb 
alone,  or  with  the  flowers,  was  employed  ; — of  late, 
the  flowers  have  been  preferred.  Both  are  fometimes 
diuretic,  fometimes  diaphoretic,  and  very  often  they  oc- 
cafion  naufea,  anxiety,  and  vomiting.  Some  judgment, 
therefore,  is  required  in  their  exhibition. 


Collin 
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Collin  earneftly  recommends  the  flowers  in  paralytic 
and  fpafmodic  cafes,  believing  them  to  adl,  in  fome  pe- 
culiar manner,  on  the  fenforium  commune,  and  whole 
nervous  fyftem  ; but  this  opinion  docs  fiot  prevent  his 
diredting  the  evacuations  previoufly  proper  in  certain 
habits,  or  laxatives  at  intervals,  during  their  ufe.  He 
gave  an  infufion  of  ^i — ^iii  in  a lb.  of  water,  or  ^i — 
^ij  of  the  powder,  mixed  with  honey  into  an  eledluary, 
either  of  which  was  the  quantity  for  a day.  See  his 
Obf.  circa  Morb-  Part.  4. 

Aajkow^  phyfician  to  the  Danifh  navy,  whofe  experi- 
ments in  palfles  ftrengthen  the  opinion  of  Collin^  having 
heard  from  Doctor  Mangor,  of  Wiburg,  that  a flrong 
infufion  of  thefe  flowers  was  the  popular  remedy  for  in- 
termittents  in  the  diftrift  of  Lutia,  tried  them  in  two 
cafes.  He  dire<51ed  an  infuflon  of  half  a maniple  in  fefs 
of  boiling  fmall  beer,  to  be  taken  warm  two  hours  be- 
fore the  paroxyfm  by  each  patient,  one  of  whom  was 
cured  by  the  firfl:  dofe,  the  other  by  the  fecond. — It  vo- 
mited both  fmartly.  See  Societ.  Haun.  Colleii.  Aajkoiv 
adds,  that  the  fear  of  thefe  flowers  doing  mifchief,  from 
the  violence  of  their  efFedls,  is  much  leflened,  by  the 
fuccefsful  ufe  made  of  their  infufion,'  as  common  drink, 
in  wounds  of  the  cavities,  of  the  breall:  particularly,  by 
Schmucker,  principal  furgeon  of  the  armies  of  the  late 
(and  I believe  of  the  prefent)  king  of  Pruflia. 

The  Root  of  Arnica  has  been  of  late  employed  in  dy- 
fentery,  either  alone  or  joined  with  other  antifeptics,  by 
Collin f Stolle,  Sic.

The  leaves  of  the  Orange  were  introduced  into  prac- 
tice, at  Vienna,  about  1760,  by  De  Haen,  from  an  af- 
furanceof  the  Oculift  Wenzel,,  that  the  remedy  for  con- 
vulfions,  then  famous  at  the  Hague,  and  kept  as  a fe- 
cret,  confifted  of  them.  They  have  been  often  fince 
given  with  advantage  in  feveral  kinds  of  convulfions, 
and  many  examples  are  related  of  epilepfies  cured  by 
their  ufej  but  they  have  much  oftener  failed,  as  niuft 
happen  where  too  much  is  expected  from  a remedy.

Hannes  haftily  publiflied  the  cafe  of  an  epilepfy,  fup- 
pofed  cured  by  thefe  leaves,  which  returned  after  eight 
months  ; and  a patient  of  mine,  in  1769,  thought  him- 
felf  cured,  becaufe  the  fits,  which  ufually  returned  every 
week  or  oftener,  did  not  return  for  feveral  months,  after 
taking  5fs  of  thefe  leaves  thrice  a day  for  fome  weeks. 
If,  however,  they  do  not  freqently  cure,  they  are  oftem 
ferviceable,  and  therefore  deferve  repeated  trial.

Canada  Balfarn  is  a white  tranfparent  turpentine,  be* 
coming  by  age  yellowifh — of  an  agreeable  fmell,  ap- 
proaching to  that  of  Balfarn  of  Mecca — of  a mild  and 
nightly-bitter  tafte.  Artificial  compofitions  being  ufually 
fold  for  the  Cyprus,  Stralburgh,  and  Venice  turpen- 
tines, and  the  difficulty  or  impoffibility  of  procuring  any 
of  them  unadulterated,  occafioned  their  rejeifion.  This, 
coming  from  one  of  our  own  colonies,  may  be  expelled 
pure,  and  doubtlefs  can  fupply  their  place  ; — whether  it 
-will  that  of  Balfarn  of  Copaiva  requires  long  experience 
to  determine.

Barilla,  or  Soda,  Is  a faline  and  earthly  concrete,  arti- 
ficially prepared  by  burning  certain  plants  growing  on 
the  fea-coafts, — on  thofe  of  the  Mediterranean  and  Caf- 
pian  feas  particularly.  It  varies  in  charafter  and  good- 
nels  according  to  the  place  whence  it  is  brought,  the  plants 
from  which  it  is  prepared,  and  perhaps  from  the  mode 
of  the  preparation.  The  moft  elleemed,  of  what  is  brought 
to  us,  is  that  of  Alicant,  called  deBerilla,  ox  la  Bariglia, 
to  which  that  of  Carthagena  is  much  inferior ; and  the 
fort  called  de  Bourdlne^  or  de  Barech,  is  fitter  for  the  ufe 
of  the  foap-maker  than  the  phyfician.  Ph.  Dan. 

All  the  forts  contain,  befides  earth,  the  natron  of  the 
antients  and  of  the  prefent  Pharmacopoeia,  for  many  years 
paft  ufually  called  y'^/  or  mineral  fixed  alkali ; and  moft 
of  them  have  a mixture  of  kali  and  fome  neutral  fait,— 
fometlraes  fulphur  and  particles  of  iron.  The  more  na- 
tron, and  the  lefs  of  other  matters,  it  contains,  the  more 
valuable  it  is,  at  leaft  for  medical  purpofes. 

Barilla  fhould  be  chofen  hard,  dry,  fonorous,  with 
many  foramina, — of  a grey  colour,  (blackifh  grey,  in- 
clining to  blue,  Murray  Apparat.  Med.  tom.  Af.)  mixed 
with  fmall  white  particles,  and  larger  ones  blackifli, — 

difco- 
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difcovering,  when  molftened  with  faliva,  a violet-fmell, 
fomewhat  urinous  and  volatile.  Ph.  Dan, 

That  which  is  moift,  fat,  mixed  with  hairs  or  fand,  of 
a blackifh  orwhitifh  green,  eafily  becoming  moift  in  the 
air,  and  fmelling,  when  moiftened,  muddy  and  fetid, — 
without  holes, — of  a difagreeable  or  faltifh  tafte,  but  not 
■ lixivious,  and  not  readily  efFervefcing  with  acids,— is  to 
be  rejedled.  Ph.  Dan.

Hemlock,  after  a variety  of  contradictory  obfervations, 
has  at  length  obtained  a place  in  our  Difpenfatory. 
Thefe  contradictions  are  not  to  be.  wondered,  at,  fince, 
as  Murray  obferves,  no  fooner  was  the  fame  of  its  utility 
founded,  than  cognate  plants,  either  noxious  or  totally 
inactive,  were  employed.  Even  Vogel  himfelf,  by  fome 
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unaccountable  miftake,  has  given  the  charafters  of  Ci- 
cuta aquatica  as  thofe  of  the  officinal  fpecies.  It  is 
therefore  of  no  fmall  importance  that  this  fort  of  Hem- 
lock, which  is  the  mildeft,  be  diftinguifhed  from  the 
reft,  and  from  other  plants  alfo  to  which  it  is  In  appear- 
ance ftmilar. 

The  root  is  biennial,  v/hite,  the  thicknefs  of  a finger, 
often  branched — the  firft  year  only  producing  leaves, 
when  it  yields,  on  being  cut,  a milky  liquor;  the  fe- 
cond  year,  when  it  has  ftalks,  it  is  almoft  juicelefs* 
CJacquin  FI.  Jujir.) 

The  ftalk,  which  rifes  feveral  feet  high,  is  the  thick- 
nefs of  a finger — round,  hollow,  with  impervious  knots 
greenifh,  and  having  commonly  fpots  of  a'  deep  red. 
(Jacquin,  ib.)  Variegated  irregularly  with  ftreaks  and 
fpots  of  a red  or  blackifh  purple.  ( L.M.M. ) 

The  leaves  are  large,  with  an  hollow  round  rib, 
(Jacquin,)  of  a dark  or  blackifh  green  colour  on  the 
upper  fide,  and  of  a whitifti  green  underneath,  feparated 
into  a number  of  fmall,  oblong,  fomewhat  oval,  feg- 
ments,  which  ftand  in  pairs  : thefe  fegments  are  again 
deeply  cut,  but  not  quite  divided,  on  both  fides  ; and 
many  of  thefe  ultimate  feflions  have  one  or  two  flighter 
indentations.  (L.M.M.)  The  flowers  confift  of  five 
white  pointed  petals.  The  feeds  are  flat  on  one  fide, 
on  the  other  convex,  and  rendered  unequal  by  five  ele- 
vated ftriae.  (Jacquin.)  Thefe  ftriae,  Hagen  fays,  are“ 
elegantly  indented  like  a faw,  and  that  this  laft  is  a moll 
certain  charadleriftic.  (Hagen  Apotherk.)  The  v/hole 
plant  is  fomewhat  fmooth.  The  leaves,  ftalks,  and 
flowers,  have  a peculiar  fetid  fmell  of  mice,  which,  at 
fome  times,  is  in  the  higheft  degree ; at  others,  fo  lit- 

C 2 tie, 
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tie,  even  in  the  fame  plant,  as  fcarcely  to  be  perceptible-, 
unlefs  when  rubbed  between  the  fingers,  yacquin.  The 
Hemlock,  though  genuine,  which  has  not  this  fmell, 
muft  not  be  taken,  as  being  lefs  efficacious.  (Hagen.) 
The  plant  is  common  about  the  fides  of  fields  under 
hedges,  and  flowers  in  June  and  July. 

Particular  care  ftiould  be  taken  not  to  take  for  it  the 
Charophyllum  bulbofum  Linn,  which  has  a globofe  root, 
' a llalk  alfo  fpotted,  but  fwelled,  at  the  origin  of  the 
branches  and  leaves,  the  leaves  fomewhat  downy,  and 
cartilaginous  at  the  end  of  the  pinnae  and  lacinias ; 
the  feeds  fmooth  and  awl-lhaped.  Murray^  tom.  i. 

With  regard  to  its  virtues,  though  long  fuppofed  more 
poifonous  than  was  juft,  yet,  taken  in  too  large  a quan- 
tity, it  is  certainly  capable  of  producing  pernicious 
eftedfs.  Storck  has  fhewn  that  it  may  be  fafely  taken  in 
fmall  dofes,  and  that  even  where  its  operation  is  not 
fenfible,  it  proves  a powerful  refolvent  in  many  obftinatc 
diforders.  He  at  firft  employed  the  infpilTated  juice 
only.  (See  infpijfated  Juices  hereafter.)  The  infufion, 
or  decodfion,  of  the  leaves  was  given  afterwards  by 
Collin,  Bergius,  &c. 

It  is  ufed  with  advantage  in  fcrophulous  tumors,  in 
foul  as  well  as  fcrophulous  and  venereal  ulcers,  both 
internally  and  externally — in  the  fcabies,  phthifis,  &c.

The  expreflfed  bitter  juice  of  the  leaves,  not  depurated,

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through  a coarfe  ftrainer,  is  mixed  witji  an  equal  quan- 
tity of  white  wine,  and  jifs,  or  ^ij,  of  the  mixture, 
given  night  and  morning  in  fome  hydropic  cafes  as  a diu- 
retic, ( L.L.M. ) and  in  the  Idlerus,  ( Ray  Hiji.  PI.)  In  a 
larger  Jofe  it  is  a ftrong  purgative.

Linnaeus 
adopted  this  name  from  the  ftory  recorded  j of  the 
Countefs  of  Cinchon,  who  was  the  firft  perfon  of  dif- 
tin£lion  recovered  by  this  remedy  from  a tertian  fever.

This  is  a perennial  plant,  growing  wild  in  feveral 
parts  of  ‘England,  and  cultivated  of  late  in  gardens  for 
medicinal  ufe.  The  root  is  a roundifli  bulb,  covered 
with  a poriaceous  coat,  externally  brown,  with  one  fide 
flatter,  or  rather  hollowed,  and  a bulbulus  or  clove, 
annexed,  from  which  flowers  will  be  produced  the  fuc- 
ceeding  year.  Taken  up  in  autumn  it  is  white  within, 
flelhy,  and  fomewbat  juicy.  (Bergius.)  Its  flowers, 
wliicb  are  a whitifb-red  purple  with  fix  petals,  appear 
in  autumn.  Rail  Hiji.  Plant. 

The  frefh  root  in  fummer,  on  being  cut  through,  ir-» 
ritates  the  noftrilsj — when  chewed,  ftrongly  burning, 
and  ftiflening  the  tongue  and  fauces,  for  a long  timej 
In  autumn,  the  tafte  is  much  weaker  ; and,  when  the 
root  is  dry,  it  is  inadlive.  Its  effects,  when  frefh,  are 
diuretic,'  and  in  too  large  a dofe  draftic,  and  even  poi- 
fonous.  The  dry  root  is  farinaceous  and  inadlive. 
Bergius, 

The  fafefl  way  of  giving  it  is  in  an  infufion  formed 
into  a fyrup.  See  Oxymel  Colchici  hereafter.

The  root  is  brought  to  us,  cut  into  roundifh  piece», 
about  an  inch  long;  an  inch,  and  fometimes  two  inches, 
thick;  covered  with  a very  rough,  thickifh,.  brown, 
bark;  the  parenchyma  flightly  folid,  appearing  after  a 
tranfverfe  feilion,  marked  with  a large  central  difk, 
brown  ftreaks,  and  yellow  points.  The  fmell  is  weakly 
aromatic,  not  difagreeable — the  tafte  bitter,  and  fome- 
what  acrid  ; — chewed,  it  foftens,  and  almoft  diflblves, 
tinging  the  faliva  yellowifh.  (Bergius.)  By  keeping, 
it  is  very  apt  to  be  worm-eaten,  and  its  bitternefs  i§  di- 
miniflied.  Piderit. 

It  has  been  given  as  a corroborant  and  antifeptic  in 
vomiting,  diarrhoea,  dyfentery,  cholera,  and  bilious 
complaints  in  general — in  dofes  from  gr.  15  to  ^fs,  of 
more,  three  or  four  times  a day ; and  with  vitriolated 
kali,  in  acute  cafes  of  the  bilious  kind.  {PercivaVs 
Ejjayst  Vol.  Ilrj  Dr.  Dablberg,  in  a letter  to  Murray, 
confirms  Percival’s  praifes  of  it  in  bilious  vomitings 
and  purgings.

The  leaves  arc 
oblong,  acuminated,  and  fomewhat  hairy,  with  a thick, 
angular,  hollow,  ftalk,  on  which  numerous  purple  tu- 
bulous  flowers,  refembling  the  finger  of  a glove,  hang 
downwards,  in  a row  along  one  fide— each  on  a fhort 
pedicle.  It  flowers  in  May  or  June.  (L.M.M.)  The 
leaves,  which  Dr,  Withering  advifes  to  be  gathered  after 
the  flowering  ftem  has  fhot  up,  and  about  the  time  that 
the  blolToms  are  coming  forth  {Bot.  Arrangem.  Vol.  II, 
have  a bitterifh  naufeous  talle,  and  occafion  moft  violent 
vomiting  and  purging.  Rati  Hijl.  PI.  Vol.  I.

The  Materia  Medica. 


It  is  in  truth  one  of  thofe  medicines,  of  the  efFcdls  of 
which,  as  Lewis  juftly  obferves,  little  can  be  judged 
from  the  tafte,  being  not  near  fo  acrid  or  naufeous 
many  other  .vegetables  which  are  taken  with  great 
fafety. 

It  has  been  principally  recommended,  for  near  a cen* 
tury  paft,  in  complaints  deemed  fcrophulous.  Parkin- 
Jon  mentions  a decoction  of  the  leaves  having  cured  an 
epilepfy  of  long  ftanding,  and  lately  Dr.  iVithering  has 
recommended  them  in  hydropic  cafes,  as  adling,  if  not 
univcrfally,  more  generally,  as  a diuretic  than  any  other 
medicine.  Foxglove,  it  muft  be  owned,  highly  deferves 
the  attention  of  phyficians ; but  it  would  be  criminal 
to  repeat  its  recommendation,  even  in  hydropic  habits— 
not  often  the  moft  irritable — without,  at  the  fame  time, 
mentioning,  that  Dr.  Withering  has  known  the  pulfe 
retarded  by  it  to  an  alarming  degree  without  any  pre- 
ceding effect — that  he  gives  it  in  a very  fmall  dofe— 
that  it  is  of  confequence  not  to  repeat  the  dofes  too 
quickly,  but  to  allow  fufficient  time  for  the  effects  of 
each  to  take  place — as  he  has  found  it  very  poflible  to 
pour  in  an  injurious  quantity  of  the  medicine  before  any 
of  the  fignals  for  forbearance  have  appeared  ; and  that 
its  ufe  is  to  be  flopped  on  the  appearance  of  its  affe£ling 
the  pulfe,  the  flomach,  the  kidneys,  or  the  bowels. 
(See  Withering  on  Foxglove^  8vo.  1785.)  Two  inflances 
are  mentioned,  by  Dr.  Simmons^  of  virulent  efteifls  from 
dofes  too  large.  Land.  Med,  Journ.  Vol.  VI. 

As  too  much  weight  can  fcarcely  be  given  to  Dr. 
Withering^s  cautions,  I will  add,  that,  in  1738,  when 
a youth,  after  having  taken  fome  of  a weak  infufion 

without 
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without  any  remarkable  efFe£l:,  fix  grains  of  the  powder 
were  one  morninor  given  me,  from  which,  in  the  even-  - 
ing,  after  moft  horrid  anxiety,  and  the  vibration,  as  it 
feemed  to  me,  of  every  fibre,  a moft  violent  vomiting 
came  on,  and  continued  almoft  inceflantly  the  whole 
night;  during  which,  from  defpair  of  my  furviving, 
repeated  dofes  of  Tin(ft.  Theb.  were  given  and  ejected; 
nor  was  a calm  procured  before  the  next  morning. — No 
one  experiment  tried  upon  me  flaould  I fear  fo  much  to 
have  repeated.

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The  root  of  common  male  Fern  confifts  of  a great 
number  of  long  blackifh  fibres,  matted  together,  and 
ifiuing  from  a thick  knotty  head  j of  a fweetilh  fubaf- 
tringent  tafte,  and  an  earthy,  but  not  difagreeable,  fmcll; 

( Aljion  Mat.  Med. ) to  be  collected  in  autumn.  {Ph.  Dan. ) 
The  root  of  female  Fern.^  or  common  Brakes.,  is  fingle  and 
very  long,  feldom  of  a finger’s  thicknefs,  yet  fpreading 
much  by  lateral  fhoots;  of  a black  colour  without, 
fpotted  within.  { Aljion.)  It  is  white  within,  and  fhews, 
when  cut  through  obliquely,  or  tranverfely,  the  appear- 
ance of  a two-headed  eagle.  ( Rail  Hiji,  Plant. ) The 
tafte  is  vifcid,  bitterifti,  and  mere  difagreeable  than  the 
former.  ( Alfton.)  The  root  of  female  fern,  fhewing, 
when  cut  through,  an  eagle,  is  commonly  kept  in  the 
{hops  in  Germany.  TFalbaum  Index  P bar 711. 

The  root  of  both  forts  has  been  recommended  as  an- 
thelminthic, from  the  time  of  Galen,  or  earlier,  to  the 
prefent.  Galen  diredfs  ^iv  of  either  Pteris.,  or  Fhelyp- 
teris)  as  a dofe  for  the  broad  worms.  Andry  (who  ufed 
the  female)  fays  a dofe  of  ^ii  or  ^iii  will  kill,  but  not 
expel,  the  taenia,  therefore  he  gives  a purgative  the  day 
after;  if  it  does  not  fucceed  the  firft  time,  the  dofe  is 
repeated  every  other  day,  for  three  or  four  times,  con- 
ftantly  giving  a purgative  on  the  intermediate  days.  Andry 
Gener,  des  Vers. 

The  root  of  one  or  other  fpecies  has  been  the  bafis  of 
feveral  fecret  medicines  againft  worms.  The  male  was 
that  of  the  widow  of  a Swifs  furgeon,  named  Notijfery 
whofe  fecret  was  purchafed  by  the  king  of  France;  and 
her  method  of  giving  it,  publifhed  by  his  order  in  I775>

The  leaves  and  ftalks  of  Broom  have  anaufeous  bitter 
tafte,  and  are  accounted  deobflruent  and  diuretic  j they 
are  fometimes  laxative,  and  fometimes  excite  nau- 
fea.  Their  decoilion  has  been  often  employed  in  drop- 
fies.  Aioehrhig  tells  us  that  the  poor  in  Friefland  cure 
even  an  afeites  with  their  decodlion  alone.  (A£l.  N.  C. 
tom  5.J  Dr.  Mead’s  cafe  of  an  hydropic,  who,  after 
the  paracentefis  had  been  thrice  performed,  and  various 
. medicines  tried  without  relief,  was  perfectly  cured  by  a 
decodtion  of  Broom-tops  with  muftard-feed,  may  be 
feen  in  his  Mon.  et  Precc.  Med. 

An  infufion  of  the  feeds,  taken  freely,  has  been 
known  to  produce  fimilar  effedls.  Dr.  Withering  knew 
them  fucceed  in  one  deplorable  cafe  out  of  many  in 
which  it  was  tried.  (Bot.  Arrangem.  Vol.  II.  j The  infu- 
fion of  Broom-aflies  in  Rhenifh  was  ufed  fuccefsfully 
in  dropfy  by  tbe  venerable  Sydenham,  and  in  water,  for 
the  fame  difeafe  among  the  Swedifh  troops,  by  Odhelius. 
Kongl.  Vetenfk.  Acad.  Handl.  1762.

It  is 
found  alfo  in  feme  parts  of  North  America,  particularly 
Canada  and  Pennfylvania,  whence  conliderable  quanti- 
ties have  been  brought  over.  It  is  two  or  three  inches 
in  length,  taper,  about  the  thicknefs  of  the  little  finger, 
or  lefs,  in  the  thickeft  part — often  forked  at  bottom, 
elegantly  firiated  with  circular  wrinkles,  (L.M.M.) — 
of  a pale  yellowifli  colour  without,  and  within  of  a clofe 
almoft  horny  fubftance,  without  fmell,  of  a fvveeteft  tafte, 
like  liquorice,  but  more  agreeable,  and  mildly  arornatic, 
with  a flight  bitternefs.  {Murray ^ tom.  1.)  It  is  in  the 
higheft  efteem  in  China  as  a reflorative  after  fatigue  of 
body  or  mind,  and  as  an  antifpafmodic  in  nervous  com- 
plaints, in  decoction.  — It  enters  as  a part  of  mofl: 
of  the  medicines  employed  for  the  Mandarins,  and  was 
given  fuccefsfully,  in  repeated  dofes  of  ^i,  by  Frid, 
Dekker  in  a convulfive  cafe.  Exerc.  pradt.

Hedge-hyJJop,  or  Herb  of  Grace^  is  a low  perennial 
plant,  with  oblong  finely-ferrated  leaves,  fet  in  pairs  on 
the  ftalks  without  pedicles  j in  their  bofoms  come  forth 
folitary,  whitifh,  tubulous,  irregular,  flowers,  followed 
by  roundifh  pointed  capfules,  full  of  fmall  feeds,  a na- 
tive of  the  fouthern  parts  of  Europe,  and  raifed  in  fome 
of  our  gardens.  ( L.M.M. ) It  grows  in  moift  grounds — 
flowers  in  July  and  Auguft  (Kojirzewjky)  and  is  to  be 
, collecfted  annually  frefh.  (Ph.  Dan.)  The  herb  has 
a very  bitter  naufeous  tafte,  without  fmell,  ( Berg.)  and 
its  exprelTed  juice  is  lefs  bitter  than  its  refiduum.  (Boul- 
due  Ac.  Sc.  1705. j — Water  extradfs  beft  its  virtues, 
( Margraaf  Ac.  Berl.  1747,)  which  are  ftrorigly  purga- 
tive} nor  does  drying  much  leflen  them.  Bergius. 

Hedge-hyffop  is  anthelminthic,  deobftruent,  diuretic, 
and  efpecially  purgative } vomiting  fome,  and  now  and 
then  falivating.  In  the  leucophlegmatia,  dropfy,  mania, 
&c.  it  is  often  more  efficacious  than  the  common  re- 
medies. (Spalowfky  Dijf.)  The  herb  is  given  in  powder, 
infufion,  and  extradl.  An  infufion  of  ^ii  or  5fs  in 
powder,  is  ftrongly  purgative.  (Vogel.)  The  extradl  is 
given  in  fmall  dofes  at  firft,  and  gradually  augmented 
from  I grain  to  ^fs  in  a day.  {Spakwjky.)  Bergius  fays 
he  often  gave  fuccefsfully  3fs  of  the  leaves  with  5 gr. 
of  gentian,  thrice  a day,  in  the  relapfes  of  bilious  fevers 
and  autumnal  quartans. 

The 
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The  powdered  root,  which  is  intenfely  bitter  and 
fubaftringent,  (Boulduc,)  is  moft  proper  for  the  dropfy, 
mania,  melancholy,  and  worms — its  dofe  from  3fs  to 
3fs,  as  itadts  powerfully.  The  infufion,  or  extradl,  of 
the  leaves  is  moft  fuitable  to  thofe  for  whom  great  and 
fudden  evacuations  are  not  neceflary.  ( Spalowjky.)  Storck 
diredls,  in  dropfy,  (it  fliould  feem  as  a diuretic,)  fmall 
dofes  of  an  infufion  of  ^ii  of  the  root  in  fej  of  wine  fe- 
veral  times  a day — or  ^fs,  in  powder,  as  a purgative 
dofe  for  feveral  days  fucceflively;  and,  if  too  great  de- 
bility or  anxiety  is  produced  by  it,  at  longer  intervals. 
(P  rac.  med.  praSl.  torn  2,  p.  39.)  As  to  this  root  fup- 
plying  the  place  of  ipecacuanha  in  dyfentery,  as  men- 
tioned by  Boulduc  and  Kramer,  more  numerous  and  care- 
ful experiments  are  required  to  afcertain  the  ufe  of  a 
remedy  fo  adtive.

The  root  is  perennial,  ( Ray ^ Withering.,)  fibrous,  out- 
wardly black,  within  whitifh,  and  of  a bitter  acrid  tafte. 
(Murray  fays  the  root  is  biennial  in  the  botanic  garden, 
not  perennial.  Jppar.  Med.  tom.  3.)  The  ftem  is  two 
or  three  feet  high,  round,  hard,  branched,  with  nume- 
rous leaves,  (bird-footed — all  on  the  ftem.  Linn.)  on 
long  pedicles,  each  fegment  fomewhat  oblong,  ferrated, 
pointed,  and  of  a deep  green.  They  emit,  when  frefh, 
on  being  handled,  a difagreeable  fmell,  and  have  a bit- 
terifti  very  acrid  tafte,  of  which  they  lofe  little  by  dry- 
ing. (Bergius.)  The  flowers  which  appear  in  April, 
and  are  placed  on  the  extremities  of  the  ftem  and 
branches,  confift  of  5 large,  round,  greenifli,  petals, 
(pale  greenifli  yellow.  Woodward.)  with  many  ftamina, 
whofe  tops  are  flattened.  The  feeds  are  roundifli, 
black,  and  inclofed  in  membranous  pods. 

Parkinfon  attributes  a ftrong  purgative  virtue  to  the 
leaves  from  his  own  experience,  and  their  powder  is  fre- 
quently given  to  children  by  the  common  people  to  de- 
ftroy  worms.  (Ray  Syn.  Ed.  3.)  They  muft  be  ufed 
fparingly,  being  violent  in  their  operation,  and  inftances 
of  their  fatal  effe<fts  are  recorded.  A decoction  of  5!, 
or  5ii,  is  a (harp  purge.  (With.  Bot.  Arr.) 

BiJet- 
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B'ijfet  pronounces  Bearsfoot,  from  repeated  obfer- 
vation,  to  be  very  powerful  in  expelling  worms,  {Med, 
Conji.  of  Great  Britain,)  and  the  powder  of  the  leaves 
has  been  proved  fo  by  the  experiments  of  PrpfeflTor  Back 
in  Sweden.  {Linn,  dijf.)  The  juice  is  recommended  by 
BiJJet  to  be  made  into  a fyrup  with  fugar,  and  to  this, 
or  to  a decoftion  of  the  leaves,  an  equal  portion  of  tinc- 
ture of  rhubarb  is  to  be  added,  of  which  ^i  is  to  be 
taken  going  to  bed,  and  ^i,  or  ^ij,  in  the  morning 
for  two  or  three  fuccelTive  days,  by  children  from  two 
to  fix  years  of  age.  In  general,  he  thinks  it  beft  to  give 
it  in  fuch  a dofe  as  may  excite  vomiting.  {Med.  Conji.) 
Tn  a later  work  he  fays,  that,  though  the  mixture  of 
Bearsfoot  and  timfbure  of  Rhubarb  or  Jalap  moft  ef- 
fedfually  expels  round  worms  in  children  and  youths, 
yet,  in  adults  it  is  lefs  efficacious.  See  his  Med.  EJfays,

Verm.  1751)  giving  a purgative,  with  or  without  calo- 
mel.

This  refin  or  perhaps  more  properly  gum-refin, 
is  brought  to  us  from  that  part  of  Africa  adjacent 
to  the  river  Gambia,  and  began  to  be  employed  about 

D 3 thirty 
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thirty  years  ago.  It  is  divided  into  pieces  of  various 
magnitude,  fome  as  large  as  a walnut.  .(5/>zV/wa«.)  It 
is  hard,  brittle,  of  a dark  reddifh  colour,  inclining  to 
black,  and  opake— except  the  minute  fragments  of  it, 
which  appear,  like  bits  of  garnet,  red,  and  tranfparent. 
{Fotbcrgill  med.  Ohf.  & Inq.  Vol  I.)  It  has  a refem- 
blance  to  Catechu,  but  is  more  red  and  aftringent. 
{JVclJier  i Ed.  of  Lew-  Difp.) 

Great  part  of  it  dilTolves  readily  in  the  mouth,  dif- 
covering  a ftrong  but  grateful  aftringency,  with  fome- 
what  of  a mucilaginous  fweetnefs.  When  coarfely  pow- 
dered, and  thrown  into  water,  about  5 or  6 parts  in 
feven  foon  diflblve,  and  communicate  to  it  a deep  red 
colour,  and  a ftrong  aftringent  tafte.  What  remains 
undiflblved  appears  to  be  refinous.  It  differs  from  the 
red  lumps  of  the  common  Gum  Senega  in  being  much 
more  brittle — from  Dragon’s  blood  by  difl'olving  in  wa- 
ter— and  from  both  by  its  ftipticity.  Fothergill  adds, 
that  he  has  had  fpecimens  fenthim  not  fo  readily  foluble 
in  water,  and  in  tafte  bitter  and  auftere,  which  he  fup- 
pofes  the  produce  of  a different  tree.  Med.  Obf.  & Inq.

It  was  firft  mentioned  by  Dr.  Oldfield  to  Dr.  Fothergill 
as  an  ufeful  remedy  in  chronical  diarrhoea,  and  the  latter 
thinks  it  may  be  ufeful  not  only  in  diarrhoea  but  leucor- 
rhoea,  and  in  fuch  difeafes  as  arife  from  laxity  and  acri- 
mony.

Several  fpecies  of  Daphne  have  been  praifed  for  the 
fame  virtues  as  thofe  belonging  to  that  here  adopted  : 
but  the  mifchief  which  happens  in  fo  many  other  cafes 
from  a confufion  of  fpecies  is  not  here  much  to  be 
feared  ; each  of  them  being  furniflied  with  a fimilar  and 
very  violent  acrimony.  (Murray  App.  Med.  tom.  4.) 
Bergius  fays  it  is  indifferent  from  which  fpecies  of  the 
genus  the  bark  is  chofen,  but  that  the  Cortex  Daphnes 
Mezerei  is  the  officinal  one  in  Sweden,  (M.  M.  p.  307,) 

and 
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and  the  numerous  experiments  made  in  Germany,  Swe- 
den, and  England,  demonftrate  the  particular  efficacy  of 
this  fpecies.  Murray  App.  tom.  4. 

Spurge-Olive  is  found  wild  in  the  woods  of  more  th'an 
one  county  in  England.  It  is  a Ihrub  four  feet  or  more 
high,  with  fpear-fhaped  deciduous  leaves,  flowers  fitting 
in  threes,  (alfo  in  twos  and  fours,  Reich.)  growing  on 
the  fte^j  Linn.)  of  a purple  colour,  (fometimes  pale 
red,  and  white,  Stokes,)  appearing  early  infpring,  (fome- 
times in  January,  L-M.M.)  and  having  a fmell  of  hy- 
acinth; hence  it  is  cultivated  in  gardens,  {^Murray  App, 
tom.  4.)  Abroad  the  bark  is  commonly  taken  from  the 
trunk  or  large  branches  ; here  the  bark  of  the  root  is 
diredfed  ; which,  if  taken  up  in  the  depth  of  winter, 
RuJJel  thinks  not  fo  good,  as  being  thinner  and  lefs 
juicy.  When  chewed,  it  is  not  at  firfl:  pungent  to  the 
tafte,  but  after  a little  time  is  greatly  fo,  and  the  dif- 
agreeable  flimulus  in  the  fauces  lafls  for  many  hours; 
the  internal,  or  woody,  part  has  but  little  tafte.  Rujfel. 
Med.  Ohf.  iff  Jnq.  Vol.  3. 

A decoction,  made  of  ^ij  of  the  cortical  part  of  the 
frefti  root,  boiled  in  Ifeiij  of  water  to  ifeij,  dofe  from 
^iv  to  ^viij,  four  times  a day,  RuJJel  found  to  be  very 
efficacious  in  refolving  venereal  nodes,  and  in  a thick- 
ening of  the  periofteum  from  other  caufes.  He  found 
it  ferviceable  in  no  other  venereal  fymptom,  and  generally 
joined  with  it  a folution  of  the  hydrargyrus  muriatus, 
(See  Med.  Ohf.  lA  Inquiries,  Vol.  3.)  Dotftor  Monro 
fays  he  has  not  found  this  decodlion  of  fervice,  unlefs 
where  mercury  had  been  freely  ufed  before,  or  at  the 

fame 
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fame  time  with  it.  {Monro  on  Chymijlry  and  Mat.  Med.  - 
Vol.  3, 177*)  The  cafe  of  a difficulty  of  fwallowing 
after  lying-in,  feemingly  occafloned  by  a paralytic  af- 
fedtion,  and  of  three  years  duration,  cured  by  chewing 
a thin  llice  of  the  root  as  often  as  the  patient  could 
bear  to  do  it,  may  be  feen  in  Withering s Bot.  Arrangem» 
Vol.  I.  * , 

The  bark  of  Mezereon  may  be  employed  externally, 
and  probably  with  equal  efFedf,  as  that  of  Thymeloea 
is  by  the  inhabitants  of  Aunis,  and  by  Le  Roy,  as 
a fubftitute  for  a blifter.  See  Le  Roy  EJJ'ai  fur  I'Ecorce  de 
Garou.

This  plant,  called  alfo  Butua  by  the  Portuguefe  and 
Spaniards,  grows  in  South  America,  particularly  Brafilj 
and  its  root  was  introduced  at  Paris  in  1688  by  Amelot, 
the  French  king’s  ambaflador,  {Hiji.  de  V Ac.  Sc.  1710;) 
whence  it  became  known  to  the  reft  of  Europe.  It  is 
brought  from  Brafil  in  crooked  pieces  of  different  fizes, 
fome  no  bigger  than  the  finger,  others  as  large  as  a 
child’s  arm  j the  outfide  is  brownifh,  and  varioufly 
wrinkled  j the  internal  fubftance  of  a pale,  dull,  yellow- 
ifh,  hue,  and  interwoven  as  it  were  with  woody  fibres, 
fo  that,  on  a tranverfe  fe<ftion,  there  appears  a number 
of  concentric  circles,  croffed  with  ftriae  running  from 
the  center  to  the  circumference.  It  has  no  remarkable 
fmell  ; but,  to  the  tafte,  manifefts  confiderable  fweet- 
nefs,  of  the  liquorice  kind,  with  fome  bitternefs,  and  a 
^flight  rough nefs,  covered  by  the  fweet  matter.  Geoffroy 
de  Mat.  Med.  Vol.  II. 

It  is  extolled  by  the  Brafilians  and  Portuguefe  in  fup- 
preflions  of  urine,  and  in  nephritic  and  calculous  com- 
plaints. Helvetius  affirms  that  ftones  the  bignefs  of  an  olive 
have  come  away  by  its  ufe,  and  prevented  the  neceffity  of 
lithotomy,  but  that  it  has  not  always  fliewn  the  fame, 
efficacy;  {Sur  les  Malad.)  that,  in  nephritic  pains  and 
2 . . fup- 
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fuppreflions  of  urine,  he  has  often  given  it  with  fuccefs ; 
—that  he  has  fometimes  feen  the  patient  freed  from  pain 
almoft  in  an  inftant,  a very  plentiful  difcharge  of  urine 
fucceedino-j — that,  in  ulcers  of  the  kidneys  and  blad- 
der where  the  urine  was  mucous  and  purulent,  and 
could  fcarcely  be  voided,  or  not  without  great  uneafinefs, 
the  fymptoms  were  foon  relieved  by  Pareira,  and  the 
ulcer  at  length  healed  by  joining  to  it  fome  balfam  of  Co- 
paiya.  {Trad,  de  Mat,  Med,  tom.  2.)  It  was  found  to 
be  a powerful  expedforant  in  an  humoral  afthma,  and  in 
an  idleric  cholic,  from  concreted  bile,  the  pain  was  foon 
relieved,  and  all  the  fymptoms  removed  ; but,  in  an 
icterus,  when  the  liver  was  fwelled,  hard,  and,  fchir- 
rhous,  it  did  no  good.  [Geoffroy,  ibid.) 

It  is  given  in  fubftance  from  gr.  xij  to  9ij.  (Ronce 
Tratado  de  la  Mat.  Med. ) Geoffroy  gave  a decodlion  of 
5ij  to  jiij,  in  a Ifej,  for  3 dofes,  one' to  be  given  every 
half  hour  and  then  at  longer  intervals. — He  cautions 
againfttoo  large  dofes,  for  fear  of  heating,  or  inflaming, 
the  kidneys;  but  Lockfeke  fays  he  has  known  given 
without  any  fuch  efFedt.  Arzney  ?nittel,  n.  p.  249.

The  wood  of  this  tree,  which  grows  fponfaiieoully  in 
the  territory  of  Surinam,  in  South  America,  and  in  the 
illand  of  St.  Croix,  was  made  known  in  Sweden,  Berghis 
tells  us,  by  Rolander  \ who,  having  learnt  its  virtues 

V 

from  a negro,  named  ^ajft,  (by  others  Cotjft,)  brought 
; E - a fpe- 
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a fpecimen  of  it  on  his  return  from  Surinam,  in  1756  ; — 
but  Fermln  fays  the  Boh  de  CotJJi  was  known  as  a medi-  - 
cine  at  Surinam  long  before  the  Negro  CotJJi — and 
Haller  tells  us  his  fon-in-law  Braun,  when  ill  with  an 
epidemitt  fever  in  1742,  took  it  as  a remedy  in  common 
ufe.  {Bibl.  Bot.  tom.  2,  page  555.)  It  was  not,  how- 
ever, generally  noticed  in  Europe  till  Linnaeus  publiflied 
a defcription  of  it  in  1763. 

It  is  taken  from  both  trunk  and  branches;  is  white, 
folid,  tough,  hard,  (never  fo  hard  as  notealily  to  be  cut 
into  fljces,  Murray,)  and  lightilh  j — cut  tranfverfely,  it 
is  marked  with  parallel  capillary  rays  from  the  centre  to 
the  circumference,  and  many  hollowed  points  fpread  over 
the  whole  dilk.  It  is  covered  with  a thin  bark,  of  a pale 
white,  (ealily  fqjarated,  Murr.)  often  fpotted  with  black, 
lightifh,  and  brittle.  {Bergius.)  It  has  no  fmell, — ^its 
Uifte  very  bitter  without  aftringency,  and  not  naufeous. 
The  thicker  the  pieces,  the  more  compadl  the  wood, 
though  light  for  its  fize, — the  whiter  internally,  and 
more  bitter.  It  is  not  unufual  to  fee  fpots  or  ftripes  afh- 
coloured,  brown,  and  even  of  a deep  blue  or  black,  in, 
different  parts  of  the  furface.  Where  this  unufual  colour 
defeends  deep,  the  wood  is  almoft  infipid  and  foft, 
whence  fome  corruption  may  be  fufpedled.  The  wood  of 
the  trunk  is  to  be  preferred  to  that  of  the  branches,  and 
that  of  the  root  (which  is  faid  to  be  of  a deeper  colour)  to 
that  of  the  trunk,  as  is  the  cafe  with  fome  other  woods, 
if  it  could  be  procured  ealily.  {^Murray  App.  tom  3,  pag^ 
435  <7^^437. ) The  thicker  pieces  are  always  to  be  pre- 
ferred to  the  fmaller.  Hagen  Apotherk.

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With  regard  to  its  virtues,  it  is  cftcemcd  tonic,  fioma- 
chic,  and  antifeptic,  and  therefore  employed  in  lofs  of 
tone,  anorexia,  hypochondriafis,  epidemic,  intermittent, 
and  remittent  fevers.  Water  is  its  proper  menftruum, 
at  it  has  more  gummy  than  refinous  parts.  A ^i  of  the 
rafped  root  may  be  macerated  in  a fci  of  cold  water  for 
24  hours,  or  in  boiling  water  for  an  hour  ; and  from  ^i 
to  ^iv  given  fcveral  times  a day. — The  watery  extra^, 
which  is  faid  to  be  moft  in  ufe  at  Surinam,  is  conve- 
niently given  in  pills  to  fuch  as  diilike  bitters.

This  plant,  called  alfo  Negro  Otl-bujh^  {Hughes  Barb.) 
grows  fpontaneoufly  in  mdft  of  ourWeft-Indian  iflandsr" 
The  feed  is  .generally  lefs  than  a common  horfebean, 
ovate,  comprefled  on  each  fide,  covered  with  a brittle 
fbell,  fpeckled  with  brown  and  yellow,  containing  a 
white  kernel  inclofed  in  a white  membrane  j when  frefli, 
bitterifh;  and,  after  fome  time,  exciting  a mild  fenfe  of 
heat.  The  fhell  is  faid  to  have  a ftrong  degree  of  acri- 
mony not  difcoverable  by  the  tafte, — to  which  it  feems 
infipid, — but  by  its  efFedls  on  other  parts, 

A fingle  feed,  chewed  and  fwallowed  in  the  evening 
by  an  healthy  lufty  man,  although  its  tafte  was  like  that 
of  almonds,  left  a pungent  fenfation  in  the  throat.  The 
man,  after  fleeping  quietly  the  whole  night,  awoke  the 
next  morning  with  a violent  vomiting,  and  was  the  whole 
day  affected  with  alternate  vomitings  and  purgings. 
At  the  fame  time,  a lady  of  a delicate  conftitution, 
fwallowed  a fingle  feed  ; but,  having  firft  carefully  fe- 
parated  and  thrown  away  the  fhell  with  the  invefting 
3 '*  membrane. 
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membrane,wasnotfenfib]eofany  injuriousefFe(fl:.(  Bergius-) 
It  is  faid,  indeed,  that  the  inhabitants  of  the  countries 
where  the  plant  grows  take  only  one  or  two  feeds,  and 
this  dofe  a6fs  as  a draftic  purgative.  It  would  not,  there- 
fore, be  advifable  to  take  many  of  thefe  feeds  in  fubftance, 
efpecially  if  not  fhelled. 

Thefe  feeds  contain  a large  quantity  of  oil,  which  is 
obtained  either  by  boiling  them,  after  being  bruifed,  in 
water,  and  fkimming  off  the  oil  which  rifes  to  the  fur- 
face, — or  by  expreffion.  That  obtained' by  boiling  lofes 
its  fweetnefs  from  the  heat, — is  whiter,  lefs  purgative, 
and  difpofed  to  grow  rancid  fooner.  As  the  oil  expofed 
to  fale  varies  much  in  colour  and  acrimony,  if  the  apo- 
thecary is  obliged  to  purchafe  it,  he  fhould  choofe  that 
which  is  thick,  vifcid,  greenifh,  fornewhat  opake,  al- 
moft  infipid,  or  fweet,  leaving  no  fenfation  of  acrimony 
in  the  throat ; and  rejedl  that  which  is  very  white,  tranf- 
parent, — or  of  a faffron  colour. — The  college  expert  the 
apothecary  to  exprefs  jt.  See  hereafter  uniter  exprejfed 
ells.

Seneka,  or  Senega,  is  a fmall  perennial  plant,  growing 
fpontaneoufly  in  North  America,  particularly  in  Virginia, 
Pennfylvania,  Canada,  &c.  and  cultivated  in  fome  of  our 
gardens.  The  rootconfifts  of  fmall  branches,  about  the 
thicknefs  of  a little  finger,  (a  goofe-quill,  Spiebmin,)  pro- 
ceeding from  a thicker  milhaped  head, — ea^h  of  them 
jointed,  varioufly  bent  and  contorted,  with  annular, 
thick-fet,  furrows,  and  an  acute  membranous  margin  on 
each  fide,  running  its  whole  length  ; (a  longitudinal 
woody  fibre  alfo  palling  through  its  center,  as  in  Ipeca- 
cuanha, Berg.)  externally  of  a yellowilh  or  pale  brown 
colour, — internally  white.  The  fmell  is  weak,  but  nau- 
feous,  efpecially  when  a large  quantity  is  fhut  in  a clofe 
veflel,  {Murray,)  the  tafte  warm,  like  Pimpenella  alba, 
but  more  acrid,  {Spielm.  Pharm.  Gen.)  fub-acid,  and 
flightly  bitter. 

It  is  diuretic,  gently  purgative,  often  excites  a nau- 
fea,  and  fometimes  falivates.  It  wa";  introduced  to  the 
notice  of  Europeans,  hyTir.Tenneni,  about  1736,  who, 
having  feen  its  good  efFeils  among  the  Pennfylvanian 
Indians,  in  the  bite  of  the  rattle-fnake,  thought  it  might 
be  ufefully  employed  in  other  difeafes  which  were  accom- 
panied with  fome  fimilar  fymptoms,  (See  his  PhjJical 
Enquiries,  (sfc.)  It  was  accordingly  tried  with  fuccefs 
in  inflammat  ions  of  the  breaft  and  lungs,  by  Lemery, 
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JuJfteUf  and  Du  Hamel,  [Mem.  de  V Ac.  des  Sc.  1 7 39,) 
but  more  accurately  by  Bouvart,  [Mem.  Ac.  Sc.  1744,) 
who,  in  fome  cafes,  previoufly  employed  venefe£lion. 
It  adled  by  ftool,  urine,  and  expeiloration.  He  gave  it 
alfo  with  advantage  as  a diuretic  in  hydropic  cafes;  and 
Dr.  Perclval  thinks  it  fometimes  ufeful  in  the  hydrops 
pedloris,  as,  befides  its  other  efFe<Sls  as  an  evacuant,  it 
a£ls  on  the  bronchial  glands.  [EJfays,  Vol.  II.)  In  the 
rheumatifm  it  is  recommended  in  a letter  from  Gronovius, 
[Com.  Lit.  Norimb.  1741.)  Not  being  able  to  procure 
the  Polygala  amara,  I have  tried  both  the  Polygala  vul- 
garis and  Seneka,  in  confumptive  cafes,  but  without  the 
defired  fuccefs  from  either. 

It  is  given  in  powder  or  deco«Slion. — In  powder,  from 
3i  to  ^fs  two  or  three  times  a day, — and  moll:  conve- 
niently, Dr.  Monro  thinks,  in  pills  with  extradl:  of  liquo- 
rice. [On  Pharm.  Chem.)  In  cafes  where  to  hazard  a vo- 
miting is  unfafe,  the  decodtion  is  moll:  eligible.  L'ennent 
ufed  a faturated  decQiSHon  of  ^^iij,  boiled  in  a quart  of 
-water  to  two-thirds,  of  which  he  gave  ^ifs  every  three 
hours;  but  this  caufing  an  uneafy  heat  in  the  throat,  &c. 
Bouvarf  ^i  only,  to  be  boiled  in  the  fame  quan- 

tity, and  the  dofe  be  repeated  at  (horter  intervals.

This  bark,  taken  both  from  the  trunk  and  root  of  a 
tree  growing  in  Guiana,  is  brought  tp  us  in  long  pieces, 
of  a yellowifh  white  colour,  light,  tough,  (flexible,  Ph, 
Dan.)  and  of  a fibrous  texture, — of  a ftrong,  durable, 
bitter,  tafte,  not  very  ungrateful, — without  fmell,  and 
without  any  manifeft  aftringency.  ( L.  M.  M.)  Its  want 
of  aftringency  is  confirmed  by  its  not  turning  black  with 
vitriolated  iron.  {Murray  Jpp.  Med.  '^rdy  page  462.) 
The  bark  of  the  root  is  efteemed  the  beft,  (Bancroft's 
Hiji.  of  Guiana.  Murray  ib.)  which  is  diftinguifhed  by 
the  veftiges  of  fibres  cut  olF.  (Ph.  Dan.)  Rejedf  that 
which  is  old,  woody,  of.  a dark  colour,  (ib.)  and  but 
flightly  bitter.  (Murray^  yd,  p.  /^60.)  Macerated  in 
water,  or  fpirit  of  wine,  it  quickly  impregnates  both 
menftrua  with  its  bitternefs,  and  a yellow  tincture.  Its 
virtues  feem  more  perfedlly  extracted  by  cold  than  boiling 
water,  the  cold  infufion  being  rather  ftronger  in  tafte 
than  the  deco61ion  ; which  laft,  whilft  hot,  is  pellucid 
and  yellow,  becoming  turbid  and  of  a reddifh  brown  as 
it  cools.  (L.  M.  M.)  The  milky  appearance,  which 
fuffteu  fays  it  communicates  to  boiling  water,  was  not 
obferved  by  Lewis,  in  the  decodtion  of  any  of  the  fpeci- 
mens  he  examined,  nor  by  Bergius,  nor  Crell. 

After  being  long  ufed  in  Guiana  as  a medicine  in  al- 
vine fluxe?  and  haemorrhages,  it  was  brought  into  France 

in 
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in  1713;  and,  in  an  epidemic  dyfentery,  which  raged  at 
Paris  in  1718,  neither  yielding  to  purgatives  nor  aftrin- 
gents, — and  faid  to  be  made  worfe  by  Ipecacuanha, — «this 
bark  was  given  with  fuccefs  by  JiiJfteu.'  {Hiji.  Ac.  des  Sc. 
Ann.  1729.)  Degner  found  it  remarkably  ferviceable  in 
an  epidemic  dyfentery  at  Nimeguen,  in  1736;  but  the 
cure  was  more  fpeedy  and  certain  in  fluxes  of  blood,  and 
bloody  matter,  than  when  the  difeharges  were  bilious; — 
and,  from  the  experiments  oijujjieu,  during  15  years,  it 
appears  to  have  been  fuccefsful,  not  in  dyfenterics  only, 
but  in  chronical  diarrhoeas  of  feveral  fpecies.  It  was 
nfed  with  fuccefs  alfo  in  an  habitual  dyfenteric  cholic, 
{ASi.  N.  C.  Vol.  VIII.  /».  94.;) — in  a chronical  hepatic 
flux,  by  Boemken.,  ASi.  N.C.  Vol.  II.  p.  80;)' — 

in  a lientery,  {ibid.  p.  82;) — in  leucorrhcea,  by  Speer^ 
{Duncan  Comm.  Vol.  VII.) — and  for  worms,  by  De  liaen, 
{Prcsl.  Path.  tom.  2.) 

It  is  given  in  powder  from  9fs  to  ^fs,  or  more,  feve- 
ral times  a day; — but  more  commonly  in  decoction, 
which,  if  not  given  in  too  large  a dofe,  neither  excites 
naufea  or  vomiting;  whereas  the  powder  fometimes 
feems  heavy,  and  to  difagree  with  the  ftomach.  JuJfieu 
advifes  to  begin  with  a weaker  decodlion,  and  proceed  af- 
terwards to  a ftronger.  He  directed  a decodlion  to  he 
made  by  boiling  S')  in  ifeij  of  water,  to  two-thirds,  and 
then,  divided  into  four  dofes,  one  of  which  was  to  be 
taken  every  three  hours. 

Simarouba,  though  fuppofed  to  a£t  as  a demulcent  as 
well  as  a tonic,  and  the  more  fafely  to  be  employed  as 
being  a bitter  without  manifeft  aftringency,  requires 

however. 
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however,  like  mbft  other  remedies,  fome  judgment  In  its 
exhibition,  to  infure  its  fuccefs.  In  fome  cafes,  evacu- 
ants  of  the  primae  viae  are  previoufly  neceflary; — in 
others,  venae fedtion,  &c.  See  the  writers  on  Mat,  Med^ 
— Pringle,  Brocklejby,  and  Monro,  &c.  on  the  difeafes 
of  armies,  and  Lind,  Ronppe,  See.  on  difeafes  of  fear 
men.

The  expreffed  juice  Is  given  as  an  antifcorbutic,  in 
dofes  of  ^ij  to  _^iv,  in  milk,  or  any  other  convenient  li- 
quor. 
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quor.  {Beirie  Di^.  de  la  Mat.  Med.)  The  juice,  or  in- 
fufion  of  the  herb,  is  ufed  in  cafes  called  fcorbutic  and  in 
fcrophula.  Doody  apud Ray  Synops.  Ed.2,  ^PP')  JVither^ 
ing  faj-s,  a young  lady,  fix  years  old,  was  cured  of  an 
obftinatc  cutaneous  difeafe  by  taking  three  large  fpoonfuls 
of  the  juice  twice  a day  j and  that  he  has  repeatedly  given 
to  adults  ^iij,  or  ^iv,  every  morning,  in  fimilar  com- 
plaints, with  the  greateft  advantage.  He  adds,  that,  in 
the4ofes  he  gave,  it  neither  alFefts  the  head,  ftomach,  or 
bowels.

Indian  Pink  is  a perennial  plant,  and  a native  of  South 
Carolina, — the  root  of  which,  after  being  many  years  in 
ufe  there,  among  the  Indians,  planters,  and  medical 
pradlitioners,  was  made  known  in  1754  to  Dr.  TFhytt, 
by  Dr.  Lining,  whofe  account  of  it  was  publifhed  in  the 
EJfays  phyf.  and  lit.  Edinh.  Vol.  I.  as  was  a farther  ac- 
count in  the  third  vol.  of  the  fame  Eflays,  fent,  in  1764 
and  1766,  to  Dr.  Hope,  by  Dr.  Garden. 

This  root,  which  is  horizontal,  fimple,  unequal,  with 
many  long  fibres, — is  faid  to  be  a fafe  anthelminthic, 
rarely  failing,  if  the  root  be  not  too  old, — not  naufeous 
to  children, — often  proving  laxative,  and  in  a large  dofe 
purgative  or  emetic  ; — and  yet  it  is  allowed  to  caufe  a 

vertigo. 
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vertigo,  dimnefs  of  fight,  and  convulfions  of  the  globe 
of  the  eye,  more  or  lefs  lafting, — even  for  whole  days. 
{Lining  2lViA  Garden.)  Of  the  root  in  fubftance  (which 
is  moft  efficacious)  xii  grains  are  a moderate  dofe  for  a 
child  three  years  old, — or  an  infufion  in  boiling  water  of 
XX  grains,  mixed  with  milk,  and  fweetened,  to  be  re- 
peated morning  and  evening  for  fome  days,  [Linings) 
for  an  adult,  from  5I  to  ^Ifs,  or  more,  and  an  infufion 
of  ^iij,  or  5iv,  twice  a day.  {Garden.)  It  is  fafer  in 
general  to  give  large  dofes  than  final  1,  as  the  vertigo  and 
convulfions  oftener  follow  from  fmall  dofes ; whereas, 
from  large,  he  never  obferved  any  other  effe£l:  than  its 
proving  emetic,  or  violently  cathartic.  Id.  ib. 

Garden  fays  fometimes  ^fs  is  as  purgative  as  the  fame 
quantity  of  rhubarb, — that  he  never  found  it  of  much 
fervice  except  it  proved  gently  purgative,  and  he  thinks  a 
previous  emetic  fhould  never  be  omitted.  always 

added  to  the  powder  a fufficient  quantity  of  rhubarb  to 
keep  the  body  open,  and  Garden  fays  the  addition  of  the 
purgative  renders  its  ufe  fafe,  and  prevents  all  danger  of 
«onvulfion  of  the  eyes.  It  is  given  in  worm-fevers  by 
both, — by  the  latter  along  with  a fmall  proportion  of 
Rad.  Serpentariae  Virginianae — the  exacerbations  of 
which  it  abates,  he  fays,  confiderably.  Gard.  p.  149.

^Common  Dandelion  is  an  indigenous  perennial  plant, 
growing  in  meadows,  paftures,  road  fides,  ditch-banks, 
&c.  and  flowering  from  April  to  September,  with  leaves 
notched,  finely  toothed,  finooth,  (Linn.)  varying  from 
winged  clefts  in  a very  dry  fituation,  to  nearly  entire 
in  a very  moift  one,  (Woodward'.,)  Jietn  fotnewhat  cot- 
tony towards  the  top,  [Curt.  Stakes,)  blojjhm  yellow,  ex- 
panding about  five  or  fix  in  the  morning,  and  clofing 
early  in  the  afternoon.  (Wither.)  The  fmell  of  the 
herb  is  weak,  the  tafte  bitter, — the  root  has  no  fmell ; 
the  tafte  at  firft  a little  fweetifli,  then  bitter,  (fweeter  at 
the  beginning  of  fpring  ; In  fummer  more  bitter.

tafte,  not  loft  by  infpifTation.  {L.  M.  M.)  Neither  the 
root  nor  the  plant  in  fubftance,  nor  its  preparations, 
bear  long  keeping.  The  dry  root,  after  being  kept 
about  a twelvemonth,  entirely  loft  its  bitternefs,  and 
only  a flight  fweetifhnefs  remained.  An  ex-tradl  from 
the  frefh  root,  infpiflated  to  drynefs,  and  kept  the  fame 
length  of  time,  fulFered  nearly  the  fame  change.  {Id.ib.) 

The  exprefled  juice  of  the  herb  is  diuretic,  aperient, 
and  fomewhat  laxative  j of  which  from  ^ifs  to  ^iv  have 
been  given,  three  or  four  times  a day, ''to  corredf  thick, 
fizy,  blood  j {Delius  Dijf.)  and  this  juice,  either  alone 
or  mixed  with  whey.  Van  Swieten  fays,  is  of  confider- 
able  fervice  in  the  jaundice.  {Com7nent.  tom.  3.)  A de- 
co(ftion  of  both  herb  and  root  is  recommended  in  im- 
petigo, fcabies,  &c.  {Frank.  Samlung-,  to?n.  i.)  and  a 
decoction  of  the  root,  in  ftones  of  the  kidneys,  and 
dropfy  from  an  induration  of  the  liver.  {Ib.)  Bergius 
fays  a decodfion  of  the  frefh  root  in  whey,  or  broth,  has 
fucceeded  in  difeafes  of  the  liver  where  other  remedies  fail- 
ed, adding,  that  he  had  often  fucceeded  in  refolving  ahard- 
nefs  of  the  liver  by  a broth  of  this  kind,  joined  with  cream 
of  tartar, — taken  every  day  for  weeks  or  months  j and 
that  this  regimen  'anfwers  expedlation  in  bilious  calculi 
and  afeites.  Berg. .Mat.  Med.  tom.  2. 

A foft  extrafl,  made  by  infpifiating  a decodfion  of  the 
roots  in  water,  given  from  two  to  four  tea-fpoonfuls 
every  morning,  is  praifed  by.  Rofefjiein  for  obftrudlcd 
vifeera,  jaundice,  and  coftivenefs  ; ,and,  by  Zimmerman^

A decoClion  of  the  inner  bark  has  been  recommended, 
by  Lyfons,  in  various  chronical  cutaneous  eruptions. 
{^Med.  Tranf.  of  London  College^''  VoU  II.)  It  cures  the 
Lepra  Icthyofis of  {Lett.  Med. Memi)  Dr. Monro 

fays  he  found  that  eruptions  of  the  true  leprous  kind, 
though  often  greatly  mitigated,  nay,  fometimes  feemingly 
pcrfedily  Removed,  generally  returned  in  the  fpace  of  a 
few  months,  ot  at  I'eift  within’ the  year.  {Pharnt.  Che?n.) 
Dr.  Lyfons  directs  the  d'e, coition  to  be  made  by  boiling 
^iv  of  the  bark  neareft  the  wood,  taken  frefh  from  the 
tree, — in  fpring  from  the  fmall  (not  fmalleft)  branches, 
— in  autumn  from  the  branching  roots, — in  Ifeiv  of 
water  to  Ibij, — dofe  Ibfs  twice,  or  thrice  a day.  He 
was  commonly  obliged,  he  fays,  to' give  purging  medi- 
cines with  it.  (See  his  account  in  Med.  Tranf.  of  the 
Land.  Coi.  ' My  experience  can  add  little  to  the  forego- 
ing  evidence  in  its  favour.  For,  though  I have  for 
many  years  employed  a decoition  of  ^ iv  of  the  dried 
bark,  in  the  fame  quantity  and  dofe, — and  I think  with 
advantage, — yet  I never  trufted  it  without  the  afliftance 
of  other  remedies ; — fmart  purgatives,  in  particular, 
were  fcarcely  ever  omitted.

Stinging  Nettle, 
the  Herb, 

This  fpecies  of  Stinging  Nettle  is  perennial,  and  grows 
wild  on  ditch-banks,  dunghills,  and  manured  ground. 
The  leaves  are  oppofite,  heart-fhaped,  ferrated.  It  puts 
forth  flowers  in  July,  which  are  fertile  and  barren  on 
diftindf  plants.  {With.)  The  juice,  depurated  and 
gently  infpifl'ated,  difcovers  a conliderable  tafte  of  the 
fubfaline  kind.  L.  M.  M. 

This  plant,  however  it  may  be  defpifed,  is  not  with- 
out medical  utility, — if  the  teftimonies  of  many  are  to 
be  believed.  {Murray.,  -^PP'  Ned.  Vol,  IV.)  The  juice, 
taken  from  ^ij  to  ^iv,  is  commended  in  nephritic  com- 
plaints, {Spies  de  Herb,  antineph.)  in  internal  haemor- 
rhages, {Chomel,)  in  the  haemoptyfis,  {J?n.  Lufitan., 
Cent.  6. — Lazerme  Curat. — Scopoli  FU Carniol.)  in  ute- 
rine haemorrhages,  {Peyroux  Obf.)  and  joined  with  de- 
co«51:ion  of  equifetum,  for  bloody  urine,  {Hijl.  Morb. 
Vratijlav. ) The  nettle  is  a common  remedy  in  a be- 
ginning phthifis  among  the  people  of  Brunfwick,  ex- 
amples of  which  may  be  feen  in  Lange  Rem.  Brunfv. 
Dom.  At  a feafon  when  the  juice  is  not  to  be  ob- 
tained, the  powder  is  ufed  mixed  with  fugar  or 
honey. 

The  uneafy  itching  fenfation  produced  by  this  plant ' 
probably  gave  rife  to  a method  of  cure,  by  fome  called 
urticotion,  which  was  directed  by  Celfus,  and  confifted 
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in  flinging  a paralytic  limb  with  nettles  until  it  became  red. 
{Celf.  Lib.  3.  c.  27.  Ed.  L.  TargiS^  p.  141.)  and  the 
legs  of  lethargic  people  were  ordered  to  be  fo  treated  by 
JfreiisuSy  («rpt  Gcpacs?.  o|.  c;«0.  Ed.  Wigan,  p.  90.)  Nor 
has  the  pra6lice  been  totally  forgotten,  as  a palfy  is 
faid  to  have  been  thus  cured  in  Htjl.  Ac.  Sc.  1741, 
p.  103.)  . Scopoli  faw  an  arm  reftored  to  its  fenfation 
and  motion  by  urtication  only,  {El.  Cam.)  and  Homob. 
Pifo  has  many  examples,  of  febrile  flupor  removed  by 
this  application  to  the  arms,  thighs,  and  legs.  [Spicileg. 
Cur.)  A nettle-leaf,  put  upon  the  tongue,  and  then 
prefled  againfl  the  roof  of  the  mouth,  is  pretty  effica- 
cious in  flopping  a bleeding  at  the  nofe.  Withering., 
Bot.  Arr.  Vol.  II. 

Uva  Urfi,  Arbutus  Uva  Urji, 

Bears  Whortleberry,  L.  S,  P. 
the  Leaf. 

Bear's  Whortleberry  is  a low  evergreen  fhrub,  growing 
in  the  northern  countries  of  Europe  and  America,  and 
in  ^tpountainous  places  of  the  temperate  regions  of  Eu- 
rope. It  is-  cultivated  here  in  gardens,  but  not  pre- 
ferved  without  difficulty. 

The  apothecary  mufl  take  care  not  to  take  for  it  the 
Vaccinium  Vitis  idaa,  or  red  Whortleberry  of  Linnaeus, 
which  in  fome  refpe£ls  refembles  it.  The  leaves  of 
Uva  Urfi  are  narrower  at  the  bafe,  thicker,  entire  un- 
derneath ; whilfl  thofe  of  the  red  whortle  are  broader  at 
the  bafe,  thinner,  flightly  indented  at  the  end,  the  mid- 
rib 
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rib  terminating  in  a roundifli  knob,  (Stokes  ap.  With,) 
— with  deep  veins  above,  which  are  equally  prominent 
underneath,  (Woodward  ap.  eund.)  underneath  dotted, 
(dots  dark,  brown,  prominent,  (Stokes.) — That  (viz.  uva 
urfi)  has  trailing  ftalks, — this  ftalks  obliquely  afeending. 
— That  has  an  ovate  corolla,  under  the  germen,  with 
ten  ftamina; — this  is  bell-fhaped,  deeper  cut,  higher 
than  the  germen,  with  eight  ftamina — That  a berry, 
farinaceous,  dry,  infipid,  commonly  with  five  cells  and 
feeds  ; — this  a berry  full  of  an  acid  jiiice,  four  cells,  and 
numerous  feeds.  Murr.  -^pp.  Med.  Vol.  II. 

The  leaves  of  the  Uva  Urfi  have  atafte  at  firft  ftyptic, 
afterwards  agreeably  bitter  ; — the  ftalks  and  their  bark 
are  much  more  aftringent  than  the  leaves,  but  lefs  bitter, 
and  the  woody  part  almdft  entirely  infipid.  The  fmell 
of  the  dried  leaves  is  like  that  of  liquorice  root,  or  its 
extraft.  They  tontain  more  gummy  parts,  in  which 
the  bitternefs  refides,  than  of  refin,  which  is  infipid, — 
an  aqueous  menftruum  is  therefore  preferable  to  a fpiri- 
tuous.  Boiling  extricates  the  efficacious  parts  more 
powerfully  than  infufion.  Murray  ib. 

This  plant  is  faid  to  have  been  known  and  afed  in 
Spain,  Naples,  and  Montpellier,  long  before  1756, 
about  which  time  the  experiments  made  with  it  at 
Vienna,  in  calculous  complaints,  excited  the  general 
attention.  The  greateft  number  of  inftances  of  its  good 
effe6Is  in  fuch  diforders  were*  when  feated  in  the  kid- 
neys ; but  there  are  many  where  a ftone  was  manifeftly 
in  the  bladder  ; fome  patients  found  immediate  relief, 
others  not  till  after  fome  months  continuance  of 
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the  remedy,  and  fome  were  rcftored  to  perfedl  health. 
(Hacn.  Rat,  Med.  Vol.  I,  ^ Jeq.  — Murray  Jpp. 
Voi.  II. J It  has  appeared  alfo  to  be  ferviceable 
in  various  difcafes  of  the  urinary  pafTages  in  which 
a ftone  was  not  fufpedled, — in  ulcerations,  dyfury, 
ftrangury, — mucous,  purulent,  and  bloody,  urine,  &c. 
—even  a fupprelllon  of  urine,  which  had  required  the 
introdudlion  of  the  catheter  for  more  than  three  months, 
was  cured  by  Uva  Urfi  in  a few  weeks.  [Plenck  Mat. 
Chyr.)  It  has  not  indeed  always  fucceeded.  Haller^ 
who  had  laboured  feveral  years  under  a dyfury,  was  re- 
lieved by  it  only  for  a fhort  time.  {Comm.  nov.  Gotting.) 
It  failed  with  Acrel-,  in  Sweden,  both  before  and  after 
lithotomy, — with  Werlhoff.^  in  Germany, — and,  in  Bri- 
tain, the  expedlations  of  feveral  (perhaps  too  much  raifed) 
were  difappointed.  But,  though  Uva  Urfi  does  not  ap- 
pear to  be  a folvent  of  human  calculi,  (and  perhaps  there 
is  not  any  fuch  known,)  it  may  be  confrdered  as  a va- 
luable remedy,  if  it  only  leflens  the  torture,  and  thereby 
■renders  life  more  tolerable.  Murray  ibid. 

The  leaves  are  given  in  powder,  from  15  gr.  to  3ij, 
three  or  four  times  a day. — An  infufion  of  2;i,  or  ^ij, 
in  a Ifei  of  water  is  more  agreeable  than  a decoftion, — 
but  the  decodlion,  as  before  obferved,  is  moft  efficacious.

THE  PREPARATION  OF  SOME  SUBSTANCES 
NOT  SOLUBLE  IN  WATER. 

TTI  RST  bruife  thefe  fubftances  in  a mortar 
^ to  a powder  ; then  pour  on  a little  water, 
and  grind  it  upon  a hard  and  fmooth,  but  not 
calcareous  ftone,  to  make  it  as  fine  as  poflible. 
• Lay  this  powder  upon  chalk  covered  with 
filtering  paper,  in  a warm,  or  at  leaft  a dry 
place,  for  fome  days.

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In  this  manner  are  to  be  prepared 

Antimony,  ' 

Crabs  Claws,  firft  broken  into  fmall 
pieces,  and  wafhed  with  boiling  water.

Verdigris  muft  be  prepared  in  the  fame 
manner. 


' REMARK, 

Calamine  is  roafted,  or  calcined,  in  order  that  it 
may  be  more  eafily  reducible  to  a very  fine  pow- 
der ; and,  the  Ihops  being  ufually  fupplied  with  it 
in  this  calcined  fiate,  the  College  have  fo  diredted 
it  in  the  Materia  Medica.  See  Zinc,  Where  Ca- 
lamine cannot  be  procured  already  calcined,  this 
ore  of  Zinc  is  to  be  thrice  heated  in  a ftrong  red 
heat,  and  as  often  quenched  with  water.  Ed,  D. 
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A diredtion  was  given  in  the  former  Difpenfatory 
to  take  particular  care  that  Antimony,  Calamine, 
and  Tuttyi  be  reduced  to  the  moft  fubtile  powder 
poflible.  The  fenfibility  of  the  parts,  to  which 
Calamine  and  Tutty  are  often  applied,  requires 
them,  as  Dr.  Lewis  has  obferved,  to  be  perfedly 
freed  from  any  grofs  irritating,  particles  j and  An- 
timony, unlefs  thoroughly  comminuted,  may  not 
only  wound  the  ftomach,  but  pafs  off  without  pro- 
ducing any  other  fenfible  effedt  than  an  increafe  of  . 
the  grofler  evacuations ; whilft,  if  reduced  to  the 
utmoft  finenefs,  it  may  become  a medicine  of  con- 
fiderable  efficacy. 


ADIPIS  SUILLA  SEVIQUE  OVILLI 
PRiEPARATIO. 

The  Preparation  of  Hog’s  Lard  and  of 
Mutton-Suet, 

Cut  them  into  pieces,  and  melt  with  a flow 
fire ; and  then  feparate  them  from  the  mem- 
branes by  {training. 
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-AMMONIACI  PURIFICATIO.' 

The  Purification  of  Ammoniacum. 

Boil  Ammoniacum,  if  it  appears  impure, 
in  water,  until  it  foftens,  and  prefs  it  through 
an  hempen  cloth  ; then  fet  it  by,  that  the  re- 
finous  part  may  fubfide.  Evaporate  the  wa- 
ter ; and,  towards  the  end  of  the  infpiflation, 
mix  the  refmous  part  with  the  gummy. ' 

In  the  fame  manner  Afa  Foetida,  and  fimi- 
' lar  Gum-refins,  are  purified. 

You  may  aifo  purify  any  gum,  which  melts 
eafily,  fuch  as  Galbanum,  by  putting  it  into 
an  ox-bladder,  and  holding  it  in  boiling  water 
until  it  becomes  foft  enough  to  be  feparated 
from  its  impurities  by  prefling  it  through  an 
hempen  cloth. 

REMARK. 

In  ftraining  the  Gums,  care  Ihould  be  taken  that 
the  heat  be  neither  too  great  nor  too  long  continued, 
otherwife  a confiderable  portion  of  their  more  aftive 
volatile  matter  will  be  loft,  — an  inconvenience 
T/hich  cannot,  by  any  care,  be  wholly  avoided.

Hence  the  purer  tears,  unfirainei^  are  preferred, 
for  internal  ufe,  to  the  ftrained  gums,  by  the  fa- 
culty of  Paris.  L.  * 

As  an  additional  reafon  for  this  preference,  we 
may  add,  that  fome  of  the  gum-refins,  purified  in 
the  common  way,  by  folution  in  water,  exprefllon, 
and  evaporation,  are  not  lb  eafily  foluble  in  aque- 
ous menftrua  before,  after,  fuch  depuration. 

CORNU  CERVI  USTIO. 

The  Burning  of  Hartshorn. 

Burn  pieces  of  Hartfliorn  until  they  are 
thoroughly  white  ; then  rub  them  to  a very 
fine  powder. 


REMARK. 

The  pieces  of  Horn,  generally  employed  in  this 
operation,  are  thofe  left  after  diftillation.  L.  Difp.. 
1746.  ' . 

In  the  burning  of  Hartfliorn,  a ftrong  fire  and 
the  free  admiflion  of  air  are  neceflTary.  The  pot- 
ter’s furnace  was  formerly  direfted  for  the  fake  of 
convenience,  but  any  common  furnace,  or  ftove, 
will  do.  If  fome  lighted  charcoal  befpread  on  the 
bottom  of  the  grate,  and  above  this  the  pieces  of 

Horn 
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Horn  are  laid,  they  will  be  burnt  to  whitenefs,  ftill 
retaining  their  original  form.  L. 

Burnt  hartlhorn  is  not  now  confidered  as  a pure 
earth,  having  been  found  to  be  a compound  of  cal- 
careous earth  and  phofphoric  acid.  It  is  the  weak- 
eft  of  the  animal  abforbents,  being  foluble  in  acids 
with  great  difficulty ; bur,  whether  it  be  of  equal 
or  fuperior  ufe  in  diarrhoeas,  to  more  powerful 
abforbents,  future  obfervation  mufl:  determine. 


HERBARUM  ET  FLORUM  EXSICCATIO. 

The  drying  of  Herbs  and  Flowers. 

Spread  them  lightly,  and  dry  them  with  a 
gentle  heat. 

remark. 

Both  the  colours  and  virtues  of  Herbs  are  pre- 
ferved  in  greatefl:  perfcdlion  when  they  are  dried 
hafiily  by  an  heat  of  common  fire  as  great  as  that 
which  the  fun  can  impart ; an  inftance  of  which  we 
have  in  the  .drying  of  Tea  by  the  Chinefe.  Quick 
drying  is  more . particularly  proper  for  flowers. 
Saffron  is  a part  of  a flower,  dried  on  paper,  on  a 
kind  of  kiln,  with  an  heat  fufficient  to  make  it 
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fweat,  taking  care  only  not  to  endanger  its  fcorch- 
ing.  L.

The  Despumation,  or  Clarification  of 

Honey. 

Melt  the  Honey  In  a water-bath,  and  take 
off  the  fcum. 

MILLEPEDJE  PRJEPARATIO. 
Preparation  of  the  Wood-Louse. 

Sufpend  Wood-lice,  inclofed  in  a coarfe 
hempen  cloth,  in  a clofe  veffel,  over  hot  proof- 
fpirit,  that  they  may  be  killed  by  the  vapour, 
and  rendered  friable. 

PULPARUM  EXTRACTIO. 
The  Extraction  of  Pulps. 

Set  pulpy  fruits,  if  they  are  unripe,  or  if 
ripe  and  dry,  in  a moift  place,  that  they  may 
foften  : then  prefs  the  pulps  through  a hair- 
fieve ; afterwards  boil  them  with  a gentle  fire, 
V . 3 frequently 
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frequently  ftlrring  them  ; then  evaporate  the 
water  in  a water-bath  faturated  with  fea-falt, 
' until  the  pulps  are  of  a proper  confiftence. 

Bruife  the  pod  of  the  Caffia  of  the  Cane, 
and  pour  on  boiling  water,  that  the  pulp  may 
be  wafhed  out ; then  prefs  the  matter  through 
a coarfe  fieve,  and  afterwards  through  a hair 
fieve ; then  evaporate  in  a water-bath  fatu- 
rated with  fea-falt,  until  the  pulp  is  brought 
to  a proper  confiftence. 

Prefs  out  the  pulps  of  ripe  and  frefti  fruits 
through  a fieve,  without  any  boiling.

REMARK. 

The  manner  of  obtaining  the  pulp  of  Caffia  from 
the  pod  is  now  particularly  diredted.  The  former 
Difpenfatory  ordered  it  to  be  boiled  out  of  the 
bruifed  pod  j by  which  method  the  pulp  is  not  ob- 
tainable perfedlly  pure,  as  the  feeds  part  with  their 
mucilage, — though  nothing  fhould  be  communi- 
cated by  the  pod.  The  pulp  is  obtained  in  the 
greateft  purity,  if  the  quantity  be  not  large,  by 
flitting  the  pods  lengthwife,  pufliing  but  the  cells 
and  feeds  with  the  fingers,  and  wafliing  the  pulp 
from  them.

The  quantity  extradbed  at  a time  »ught  not,  as 
Lewis  has  obferved,  tO  be  great,  as  it  is  apt  to  turn 
four  by  long  keeping. 

All  bodies  poflefs  a capacity  for  a certain  quan- 
tity of  heat,  and  which  only  they  can  retain  without 
afluming  a galfeous  or  aeriform  ftate.  Under  the 
ordinary  prelfure  of  the  atmolphere,  water  boils  at 
212®;  but  faline  folutions  require  a higher  tempe- 
rature j — therefore,  as  the  common  water-bath 
fcarcely  fupplies  a fufRcient  heat  for  the  evaporation 
of  fome  particular  preparations,  we  frequently  ufe 
that  of  the  faturated  Solution  of  Sea  Salt,  which 
bears  a degree  of  heat  about  equal  to  230®,  and 
expedites  the  procefs  without  producing  any  em- 
pyreuma.

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By  drying,  Lewis  fays,  the  root  lofes  four-fifths 
of  its  original  weight ; and  that  the  parts  which  ex- 
liale  are  merely  watery:  hence  four  grains  of  the 
dry  root  are  nearly  equivalent  to  a fcruple  of  the 
frefh. 

It  is  given  as  an  expectorant  and  diuretic,  to 
adults,  in  dofes  of  a few  grains  : in  fomewhat  larger 
ones  it  proves  emetic. 


SPONGIiE  USTIO. 

The  Burning  of  Sponge.  ' 

Cut  the  Sponge  into  pieces,  and  beat  it  fo 
as  to  feparate  the  gritty  matter ; burn  it  in  a 
clofe  iron  veflel  until  it  becomes  black  and 
friable : afterwards  rub  it  to  a very  fine 
powder. 

REMARK, 

The  gritty  matter,  compared  with  the  weight  of 
the  Sponge  when  prepared,  is  fometimes  confider- 
able. 

If  the  quantity  of  Sponge  put  into  the  veffel  at 
once  be  large,  the  outfide  will  be  fufficiently  burnt 
before  the  infide  is  affeCled,  and  the  volatile  fait  of 
the  former  will  in  part  efcape  before  that  in  the  lat-

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teris  begun  to  be  formed.  To  avoid  this  incon- 
venience, the  Sponge  may  be  kept  continually  Itir- 
ring,  in  fuch  a machine  as  is  ufed  for  the  roafting 
of  colfee. 

Sponge,  on  diftillation  with  a ftrong  heat,  yields 
' a volatile  fait  in  its  proper  form  j and,  even  in  this 
preparation,  the  fait  is  fo  far  extricated,  that,  if  the 
burnt  Sponge  be  ground  in  a*  brafs  mortar,  it  cor- 
rodes the  metal,  fo  as  to  contract  a difagreeablc 
taint,  and  fometimes  an  emetic  quality.  L. 

It  fhould  therefore,  as  direfted  in  the  former  Dif- 
penfatory,  be  powdered  in  a mortar  of  glafs  or 
Itone.  Of  this  laft'  fort,  the  mortars  of  Mr. 
Wedgewood’s  manufadture  are  preferable. 

Burnt  Sponge  is  giver!  in  dofes  of  a fcruple,  or 
more,  in  fcrophulous  complaints. 

We  need  not  enter,  in  this  place,  upon  a che- 
mical enquiry  concerning  the  formation  of  volatile 
alkali,  although  Dr.  Lewis,  in  the  note,  may  not 
be  perfefUy  correct:,  according  to  our  prefent  opi- 
nions upon  that  fubjeft. 
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STYRACIS  PURIFICATIO. 

The  Purification  of  Storax.  ' 

DifToIve  the  Storax  in  redified  fpirit  of 
wine,  and  ftrain  the  folution : afterwards  re- 
duce it  to  a proper  confiftence,  with  a gentle 
heat. 

REMARK, 

Storax  totally  diffolves  in  fpirit  of  wine,  fo  as  to 
pafs  through  the  filtre,  the  impurities  alone  being 
left.  L. 

The  College  have  left  to  the  operator  thp  mode 
of  recovering  it,  in  a folid  form,  from  its  folution  5 
which  may  be  done  either  by  a gentle  diftillation, 
which  will  elevate  very  Ijttje  of  its  flavour,  or  by

Confiderable  care  is  required  in  preparing  the 
Infpiflated  juice  of  Hemlock.  Befides  the  precau- 
tion of  gathering  the  plant  at  the  proper  fealbn, 
and  preventing  the  mixture  of  any  other  vege- 
table, (fee  Mat.  Med.') — the  evaporation  Ihould 
take  place  as  foon  as  poflible  after  the  exprefllon ; 
and  therefore  the  juice  Ihould  not  be  bought, 
already  exprejfedy  from  a gardener,  — as  has  been 
too  often  done.  For,  if,  as  Lewis  obferves, 
this  exprefled  juice,  which  retains  the  fmell 
of  the  plant,  be  fuffered  to  fettle  until  it  becomes 

clear. 
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dear,  it  lofes  nearly  all  the  fpecific  flavour  of  the 
Hemlock ; the  odorous  principle  feeming  to  fe- 
parate  and  fubfide  with  the  herbaceous  feculencies. 

Moreover,  if  the  opinion  of  Storck,  who 
imputes  its  fometimes  failing  of  fuccefs  to  a too 
great  difllpation  of  its  volatile  parts  by  an  hafly 
evaporation,  be  as  well  founded  as  it  is  generally 
believed,  the  evaporation  fhould  be  flow.  It 
were  to  be  wilhed  that  the  degrees,  of  infpiflfation, 
both  of  Juices  and  Extrads,  could  always  be  de- 
termined with  precifion.  In  the  infpiflation,  how- 
ever, of  this  juice,  the  confiftence  intended  is  fuch 
as  is  proper  for  forming  it  into  pills  j which  it  may 
be,  with  proper  attention,  and  its  ftrength  ren- 
dered more  conftantly  uniform,  than  by  adding  a 
quantity  of  the  powdered  leaves,  as  Storck  di- 
reded. 

In  confirmation  of  the  above  obfervations.  Dr. 
Withering  fays  no  medicinal  plant,  when  colleded, 
is  more  apt  to  heat  and  ferment  than  Hemlock ; 
which,  if  it  does,  the, quantity  of  extrad  is  much 
lefs,  and  its  properties  greatly  impaired, — and  that, 
.if  the  feculencies  are  thrown  away,  the  medicine 
is  fpoiled.  Bot.  Arr.  Vol.  i.  Ed.  i. 

It  is  generally  given  cautioufly  at  firfl:,  viz.  in 
idoles  from  a grain  or  two  to  five  grains,  in  a day, 

. to  adults,  and  augmented  gradually.  Sometimes 

feveral 
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feveral  drams  have  been  given  in  that  fpace  with- 
out producing  giddinefs.  But  Dr.  Withering  fays 
from  5 to  10  gr.  of  extradl,  duly  made,  are  a 
proper  dofe,  and  that  few  conftitutions  will  bear 
more  without  experiencing  difagreeable  effeds. 

It  might  have  been  mentioned  above,  when 
treating  of  the  plant,  that,  if  intended  to  be  kept 
dry,  it  Ihould  be  put  into  ftrong  brown-paper 
bags, — or,  if  powdered,  into  glafs  phials, — and 
placed  in  a drawer  to  exclude  the  light.  Withering 
ibid.

It  adls  fo  gently,  that  it 
may  be  given  to  new-born  infants,  and  to  pregnant 
and  lying-in  women,  and  has  been  found  an  ufeful 
remedy  in  vomiting,  iliac  paflion,  Ipafmodic  cho- 
lic, {Frajer^  afthma  from  the  fumes  of  lead,  {Selle 
Hanb.  der  med.  Praxd)  in  dyfentery,  worms,  &c.

REMARK. 

EJfential  Oils  are  prepared  from  vegetables  in  the 
manner  of  their  diftiJled  waters  j but  with  a fome- 
what  lefs  proportion  of  water ; — thofe  of  the  odo- 
riferous kind  chiefly  from  flowers,  or  plants  in  a 
flowering  ftate.  See  Rofemary,  &c.  in  Mat.  Med. 
The  time  of  maceration  varies  with  the  temperature 
of  the  feafon  and  texture  of  the  fubftance,  from  two 
or  three  days  to  a week  or  longer. 

The  heat,  Lewis  fays,  fhould  be  expeditioufly 
raifed  at  firft,  and  continued  in  fuch  a degree,  that 
the  Oil  may  come  over  freely  : — that  mofl;  of  thefe 
Oils  require  the  water  to  boil,  but  that  many  of 
thofe  from  odoriferous  flowers,  as  Lavender , Roje^ 
mary.  See.  rife  with  an  heat  conflderably  lefs ; 
and,  for  thefe  fubftances,  he  propofes  a contrivance, 
by  which  they  are  expofed  to  the  vapour  of  boiling 
water  only.  See  his  Mai.  Med.  and  Lifp. 

Thefe  Oils  are  feparated  from  the  water  which 
accompanies  them  by  means  of  a funnel ; the  ftem 
of  which  being  flopped  by  a finger,  and  the  liquor 
poured  into  it,  the  Oil,  if  light,  foon  fwims  on  the 
furface,  or  fubfides  if  ponderous.  The  undermofl, 
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whether  oil  or  water,  is,  by  removing  the  finger, 
firft  let  out  j the  uppermoft  retained  by  replacing 
. the  finger,  and  again  clofing  the  ftem.  L.

REMARK. 

This  Oil,  firft  introduced,  about  the  beginning 
of  this  century,  by  Bippeliusj  (whofe  name  it  has 
borne,)  when  properly  prepared,  will  be  limpid, 
of  a fmell  not  ungrateful,  and  an  aromatic  tafte. 
Model,  of  PeterJburghj  took  fome  pains  to  leflen 
the  expence,  by  reducing  the  fifteen  or  fixteen  rec- 
tifications, then  thought  neceftary,  to  a fmaller 
number.  He  direfted  the  fetid  Oil  to  be  poured 
into  a glafs  cucurbit  with  an  alembic  head,  fo  as 
not  to  foul  the  fide  of  the  veffel,  and  diftilled  with 
a gentle  heat ; feparating,  by  a change  of  the  re- 
ceiver, the  limpid  Oil  which  firft  comes  over,  from 
the  more  yellow  which  follows  ; and,  in  like  man- 
ner, the  fecond  from  the  third.  He  fays,  that,  to 
redtify  the  firft  limpid  portion,  one  diftillation  with

n flow  fire  is  fufficient ; but  the  other  portions  com- 
monly require  two,  in  which  the  limpid  part  muft 
be  feparated  in  the  fame  manner,  from  the  more 
impure  which,  follows,  by  changing  the  receiver ; 
and  the  procefs  thus  be  continued  until  all  the  Oil 
flows  limpid  and  white.  Vide  Commere.  Literar. 
Norimherg.  Ann.  1741. 

To  prevent  this  Oil  becoming  fetid,  and  turning 
yellow  or  black,  by  the  accefs  of  the  air,  it  muft  be 
kept  in  phials,  holding  only  a dram  or  two,  filled 
full,  clofe  ftopped,  tied  down,  and  placed  with 
their  mouths  in  fand,  or  immerfed  in  water. 

This  penetrating  Oil  is  given,  in  dofes  from  ten 
to  forty  drops,  to  adults,  in  fpafmodic  cafes  j and 
before  the  paroxyfm  of  intermittents,  where  great 
danger  is  apprehended  from  a return  of  fuch  pa- 
roxyfm.

REMARK. 

It  may  feem  rather  extraordinary,  that  a copper 
veffel  is  ftill  retained  in  this  procefs,  notwithftand- 
ing  the  College  abfolutely  difapproves  the  ufe  of 
any  utenfil  in  which  there  is  even  but  an  admixture 
of  copper.  {Page  — But  the  reafon  feems  to  be, 
that,  as  Oil  of  Turpentine  is  generally  diftilled 
upon  a larger  fcale  than  that  of  a retort,  and  as  it 
fometimes  accidentally  takes  fire,  lefs  danger  is  to 
be  apprehended  from  the  explofion  in  a copper  than 
in  a glafs  veffel.  Moreover,  I do  not  find  that  the 
Oil  of  Turpentine  has  any  cupreous  impregnation ; 
for  the  Copper  is  not  eafily  a£ted  upon  by  the  Tur- 
^ pentine,  in  that  low  degree  of  heat  which  is  fuffi- 
cient  to  raife  it  into  vapour.

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REMARK. 

Some  caution  is  requifite  in  mixing  the  two 
liquors,  that  the  confequent  heat  and  ebullition, 
which  would  diflipate  a, part  of  the  mixture,  hazard 
the  breaking  of  the  veird  and  the  hurt  of  the  ope- 
rator, may  be  avoided.  The  fecureft  way  is,  to 
add  the  vitriolic  acid  to  the  fpirit  of  wine  by  a little 
at  a time,  waiting  till  the  firfl:  addition  is  incor- 
porated before  another  quantity  is  put  in ; by  which 
the  enfuing  heat  is  inconfiderable,  and  the  mixture 
is  effedted  without  inconvenience.  -L. 

As  to  the  inftrumentSj  a retort  with  a tubulated 
receiver,  with  a common  receiver  adapted,  is  fuf- 
ficient. 

In  the  procefs,  thediquor  Ihould  at  firfl;  be  made 
to  boil,  and  the  diftillation  afterwards  continued, 
with  a milder  heat,  to  perfe6t  drynefs.  After 
having  properly  feparated  the  oily  part  of  the  dif- 
tilled  liquor  by  the  funnel,  and  mixed  with  it 
the  pure  Kali,  the  mixture  is  to  be  committed  to 
diftillation  ; and,  the  Ether  being  drawn  off  with  a 
very  gentle  heat,  the  Oleum  Vini  will  be  left  in  the 
retort. 

The  ufe  at  prefent  made  of  the  Oleum  Vinit  is  for 
the  Sp.  j^tberis  vitriolici  compofitus.

REMARK. 

The  Swedilh  Difpenfatory  direds  the  diftillation  i 
from  a glafs  retort,  and  by  a water-hath : — that , 
the  fourth  part,  which  firft  comes  over,  and  is 
phlegm,  be  thrown  away ; and,  the  receiver  being  j 
then  changed,  the  diftillation  to  be  continued  fo 
long  as  the  fluid  comes  over  limpid.  Beaumi  fays, 
that,  though  what  firft  comes  over  is  lefs  acid  than 
that  which  follows,  it  is  however  infinitely  more 
2 grateful  i 
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grateful  in  fmell,  and  has  too  much  acidity  to 
be  thrown  awayj  and  the  College  have  thought 
the  preparation  as  diredled  above  fufficiently  acid' 
for  the  purpofes  to  which  it  is  applied. 

ACIDUM  ACETOSUM. 

Acetous  Acip. 

Take  of  Verdigris,  in  coarfe  powder,  two 
pounds. 

Dry  it  perfectly  by  means  of  a water-bath 
faturated  with  fea-falt  j then  diftil  it  in  a 
fand-bath ; and  afterwards  re-diftil  the  li-

Its  fpecific  gravity  is  to  that  of  diftilled  wa- 
ter as  1,050  to  1,000. 

REMARK, 

Vinegar  diftilled  from  Verdigris  has  a difagree- 
able  fmell,  and  turns  blue  on  being  faturated  with 
Aq.  Ammoniae, — a manifeft  proof  that  it  contains 
copper,  (Leonhardi  Anmerk,  in  Macquers  Chem, 
JVorterb.  Vol.  II.) — a portion  of  which  it  retains, 
according  to  Pornerj  even  after  a re-diftillation 
with  a gentle  heat. — According  to  Mr,  Bertholet, 
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this  acid  differs  elTentially  from  the  acid  of  vine- 
gar. Mem.  Ac,  Sc.  Ann,  1783. —It  was  em- 
ployed in  the  preparation  of  Hydrargyrus  acetatus, 

' — Vid.  Pharm,  1788, — If  the  procefs  is  conduced 
with  attention,  I believe  that  little  or  no  copper 
will  be  detected  by  the  ammoniacal  teft. — The 
portion  of  it  however,  if  any,  is  fo  very  minute, 

■ that  it  cannot  be  at  all  injurious  to  animal  life, 
and  therefore  is  of  little  confequence  j efpecially 
as  in  the  preparation  of  other  medicines  the  cop- 
per may  often  be  feparated  by  fuperior  chemical 
affinity. — If  acetous  acid  is  required  perfedlly  pure, 
and  without  the  leaft  foreign  admixture,  it  may  be 
procured  by  difbilling  it  from  kali  acetati4m  in»- 
ftead  of  verdigris.

ACIDUM  MURIATICUM, 

Muriatic  Acid. 

Take  of  dried  Sea-falt  ten  pounds. 

Vitriolic  Acid  fix  pounds. 

Water  five  pounds. 

Mix  the  vitriolic  Acid  with  the  water,  and 
b^  degrees  add  the  mixture  to  the  fait ; then 
diftil. 

The  fpecific  gravity  of  this  is  to  that  of 
diftilled  water  as  1,170  to  1,000, 
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REMARK. 

This  was  formerly  called  Spiritus  Salis  marini 
Glauheri.  The  addition  of  water  is  here  necef- 
faty,  the  marine  vapours  being  fo  volatile,  as 
fcarcely  to  condenfe  without  fome  adventitious  hu- 
midity, and  the  procefs  is  conduced  with  greater 
fafety  when  the  water  is  added  in  the  beginning, 
than  in  the  manner  employed  in  Wolfe’s  appa- 
ratus. The  vitriolic  acid  is  moil  conveniently 
mixed  with  the  water  in  an  earthen  or  ftone-ware 
veflel  i for,  unlefs  the  mixture  is  made  very  llowly, 
it  grows  fo  hot  as  to  endanger  the  breaking  a glafs- 
one.  The  mixture  flrould  be  put  to  the  fait  under 
a chimney,  as  the  white  fumes,  here  ariling,  ought 
alfo  to  be  avoided. 

When  the  mixture  is  grown  foraewhat  cool,  it 
may  be  poured  on  the  Salt  already  placed  in  the 
retort,  and  the  diftillation  diredly  begun.  Here 
alfo  a tubulated  receiver  is  proper.  The  heat  is 
to  be  fo  conducted  as  to  prevent  the  matter  from 
boiling  over,  or  the  fumes  rifing  fo  quick  as  to 
endanger  the  receiver.  The  Salt  left  in  the  re- 
tort, when  purified,  gives  the  Sal  Catharticus 
Glauheri.  See  Natron  vitriolatum. 

It  may  perhaps  feem  fuperfluous  to  decrepitate 
the  fea  fait,  fince  water  is  afterwards  added ; but 
unlefs  the  fea  fait  is  perfedUy  dry,  the  proportion 
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to  the  vitriolic  acid  will  always  be  liable  to  varia- 
tion. 


ACIDUM  NITROSUM. 

Nitrous  Acid. 

Take  of  purified  Nitre,  by  weight,  fixty 
ounces. 

Vitriolic  Acid,  by  weight,  twenty- 
nine  ounces. 

Mix  and  diftil. 

The  fpecific  gravity  of  this  is  to  the  weight 
of  diftilled  water  as  1,550  to  1,000.  ' 

REMARK. 

This  was  formerly  called  Spritus  Nitri  Glau-» 
heri.  A pound  of  vitriolic  acid  is  fufficient  to  expel 
all  the  nitrous  Acid  from  about  two  pounds  of  ni- 
tre, not  from  more  i and,  if  equal  parts  of  the  two 
be  employed,  the  product:,  in  either  cafe,  is  in 
quality  the  fame  j the  difference,  in  this  refpedt, 
affedling  only  the  refiduum,  If  lefs  Nitre,  it  can- 
not afford  Alkali  enough  to  faturate  the  vitriolic 
acid,  and  the  refiduum  will  not  be  a neutral,  but 
^ yery  acid,  Salt,  In  this  laff  cafe  there  is  one 
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conveniency  j the  acid  Salt  being  readily  foluble 
in  water,  fo  as  to  be  got  out  without  breaking  the 
retort,  which  the  others  are  not.  L,. 

The  caution,  given  in  the  laft  Difpenfatory,  to 
make  the  mixture  under  a chimney,  is  very  ne- 
ceflary  to  be  obferved  for,  red  corrofive  fumes 
will  rife  very  copioufly,  which  are  extremely  per- 
nicious, and  ought  to  be  carefully  avoided  by  the 
operator. 

For  greater  fecurity,  fogae  employ  a large  re- 
ceiver with  two  tubes,  to  the  uppermoft  of  which 
is  fitted  another  tube,  three  feet  long,  whilft  the 
lowermoft  is  inferted  into  a fmaller  receiver,  or 
bottle.  The  Swedilh  Difpenfatory  dire£ls  only  a 
receiver,  large  and 'pro'perly  tubulated.  The  Nitre, 
dried  and  powdered,  being  put  into  a retort,  of 
which  it  mull  not  take  up  more  than  one-third, 
and  the  retort  being  placed  in  a fand-heat,  the  vi- 
triolic acid  is  to  be  poured  into  it  through  a glafs 
funnel,  whofe  ftem  is  long,  and  bent  fo  as  to  form 
a right-angle  with  its  cup  j when,  the  apparatus 
being  adjufted,  and  the  receiver,  &c.  immediate- 
ly luted,  the  diftillation  is  to  be  performed  with 
an  heat  gradually  raifed,  and  continued  until  the 
recipient  grows  cool,  and  no  drops  fall  from  the 
retoit.

REMARK. 

Only  a fmall  portion  muft  be  put  in  at  a time, 
and  the  heat  be  very  gentle. — Even  a re-fublima- 
tion  from  tobacco-pipe  clay  does  not  fo  effedtually 
purify  the  flowers  as  might  be  wilhed.  L. 

The  Chymifts  have  long  difufed  the  paper-cone. 
Maud,  of  London,  and  others,  employed  glafs 
retorts,  for  the  firft  fublimation,  with  the  narrow 
part  of  the  tubes  cut  off,  to  which  they  joined  re- 
ceivers not  luted  j fcraping  out  the  flowers  fre- 
quently from  the  necks  of  the  retorts,  and  ufing 
a degree  of  heat  juft  fufficient  to  keep  the  Ben- 
zoin melted.  For  the  reflification,  they  employed 
flone-ware  bodies,  with  large  glafs  blind-heads, 
Acted  to  them,  without  luting.  The  impure 
flowers,  after  being  wrapped  in  bibulous  paper 
and  moderately  preffed,  were  re-fublimed  into 
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the  blind  heads  of  a pearly  whitenefs.  Mr.  Bart- 
lett, a difciple  of  Maud'Sj  improved  the  apparatus 
for  large  quantities ; but  the  defcription  of  it  is 
too  long  to  be  inferted  here. 

The  flowers  are  given  from  three  or  four  grains 
- to  fifteen  in  dyfpnoea,  &c. 

SAL  ET  OLEUM  SUCCINI. 

Salt  and  Oil  of  Amber, 

Take  of  Amber  two  pounds. 

Diftil  in  a fand  bath  with  a fire  gradually 
raifed — an  acid  liquor  and  oil,  -and  fait  im- 
pregnated with  oil,'  will  afcend, 

REMARK. 

In  the  diftillation  of  Amber,  the  fire  muft  for 
fome  time  be  continued  gentle,  fcarcely  exceeding 
the  degree  at  which  water  boils,  until  the  aqueous 
phlegm  and  thin  oil  have  arifen ; after  which  it 
is  to  be  ilowly  increafed.  If  the  fire  be  urged  too 
haftily,  the  Amber  will  rife  in  its  whole  fubftance 
into  the  receiver,  without  undergoing  the  requi- 
site reparation  of  its  parts.  The  acid  liquor,  for- 
merly called  Spirit:,  is  a mere  folution  of  a fmall 
portion  of  the  fait  in  phlegm. 
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The  fait  is  ufually  dried  between  the  folds  of 
fpongy  paper. 

• The  oil  is  given  internally  from  five  to  eight  or 
ten  drops  in  hyfterical  fpafms,  and  applied  exter- 
nally in  the  fame  diforder. 

SAL  SUCCINI  PURIFICATUS. 

PuaiFiED  Salt  of  Amber. 

Take  of  Salt  of  Amber  half  a pound. 

Diftilled  water  one  pint. 

Boil  the  Salt  in  the  diftilled  water,  and  fet 
the  folution  afide  to  cryftallize. 

REMARK. 

Salt  of  Amber,  freed  from  as  much  of  the  oil 
as  Ipongy  paper  will  imbibe,  is  ftill  of  a dark 
brown  colour : when  perfectly  pure  it  is  white, 
and  of  an  acid  tafte  not  ungrateful.  It  requires, 
for  its  folution,  of  cold  water,  in  fummer,  about 
twenty  times  its  weighty  of  boiling  water  about 
twice  its  weight ; and  is  fcarcely  foluble  at  all,  in 
redified  fpirit,  without  the  afllfiance  of  heat.  L. 

It  is  given  as  a cool  n g diuretic  in  dofes  of  a 
few  grains,  and  alfo  in  hylterical  complaints. 
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AMMONIA  PR^PARATA. 
Prepared  Ammonia. 

Take  of  Sal  ammoniac,  powdered,  one 
" pound. 

Prepared  Chalk  two  pounds.  ‘ 


Mix  and  fublime. 


REMARK. 

This  was  in  the  laflDifpenfatory  called  Sal  vola- 
tilis Salis  ammoniaci.  The  procefs  requires  a ftrong 
fire ; for  the  chalk  mull:  receive  Ibme  degree  of 
• calcination  before  it  will  a6t  on  the  Sal  ammo- 
niac, though  it  is  not  reduced  to  perfect  limej  for, 
with  lime,  no  folid  fait  can  be  obtained.  P. 

Though  chalk  does  not  a£t  upon  Sal  ammoniac 
until  a confiderable  heat  is  applied,  it  muft  not  be 
too  great,  nor  too  fuddenly  raifed ; for,  if  it  is,  a 
part  of  the  chalk  (though  of  itfelf  not  capable  of 
being  elevated  by  any  degree  of  heat)  will  be  car-- 
ried  up  along  with  the  volatile  fait.  Du  Hamel 
(Mem.  Acad.  Sc.)  could  not  feparate  the  chalk, 
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thus  volatilifed,  by  the  gentleft  re-fublimation ; it 
dilTolved  with  the  volatile  Alkali  in  water,  and  ex- 
haled  with  it  in  the  air.  L.

REMARK. 

In  the  preparation  of  this  water,  (namech  in  the 
laft  Dilpenfatory  Spritus  Salts  Ammoniaci^  a pun- 
gent odour  arifes  as  foon  as  the  Pot-afh  and  Sal 
ammoniac  are  mixed.  Hence  Lewis  advifes  to  mix 
them  in  the  retort,  diflblving  firft  the  two  falts  fe- 
parately,  in  half  the  water,  pouring  in  the  folutions 
together,  and  immediately  fitting  on  a receiver,  to 
begin  the  diftillation.

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AQUA  AMMONIiE  PURiE, 
Water  of  pure  Ammonia. 

Take  of  Sal  ammoniac  one  pound. 

Lime  two  pounds.

Add  to  the  Lime  two  pints  of  the  water. 
Let  them  ftand  together  an  hour ; then  add 
the  Sal  ammoniac  and  the  fix  pints  of  water 
boiling  hot,  and  immediately  cover  the  veflel. 
Pour  out  the  liquor  when  cold,  and  diftil 
with  a flow  fire  one  pint. 

REMARK. 

Tills  water  is  far  more  pungent  than  the  Aqua 
Ammonias  nuith  Kali,  both  in  fmell  and  tafte  \ and, 
like  Kali  rendered  cauftic  by  the  abforption  of  its 
- fixed  air  on  the  admixture  of  lime,  raifes  no  effer- 
vefcence  with  acids.  It  is  too  acrid  for  internal 
life,  and  was  omitted  in  the  laft  Difpenfatory,  Pem- 
berton fays,  left  it  fliould  be  given  inftead  of  the 
Aqua  Ammonia;  made  with  Kali.  It  is  chiefly  ufed 
for  fmelling  at,  in  faintings.

This  is  intended  to  fupply  the  place  of  Sal  Ah^ 
finthii.

R . E M A R K. 

This  preparation,  formerly  called  Alcali  vegeta^ 
bile  Jixum  Caufticim  and  Lapis  Jepticus^  is  defcribed, 
in  the  Ed.  Difp.  1783,  more  particularly,  viz.  to 
evaporate  the  Lixivium  in  a very  clean  iron  veflel 
upon  a gentle  fire,  until  (on  the  ebullition  ceafing) 
the  faline  matter  gently  flows  like  oil,  which  hap- 
pens before  the  veflel  becomes  red.  Pour  out  the 
cauftic,  thus  liquefied,  upon  a fmooth  iron  plate 
let  it  be  divided  into  fmall  pieces  before  it  hardens, 
and  thefe  are  to  be  put  into  phials  clofe  ftopt..  It

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is  a very  powerful  cauftic,  but  too  apt  to  liquefy 
upon  the  part  to  which  it  is  applied,  and  to  fpread 
beyond  the  limits  within  which  it  is  intended  to 
operate, 

LIQUOR  VOLATILIS,  SAL,  et  OLEUM, 
CORNU  CERVI. 

The  volatile  Liquor,  Salt,  and  Oil, 

OF  Hartshorn. 

Take  of  Hartfhorn  ten  pounds. 

Diftil  with  a fire  gradually  increafed,  and 
a volatile  Liquor,  Salt,  and  Oil,  will  afcend. 

Separate  the  Oil  and  the  Salt  from  the  Li- 
quor ; and  diftil  it  three  times. 

To  the  Salt  add  an  equal  weight  of  prepared 
Chalk,  and  fublime  thrice,  or  until  it  becomes 
white. 

The  fame  volatile  Liquor,  Salt,  and  Oil, 
may  be  obtained  from  any  parts  (except  the 
fat)  of  any  kind  of  animals. 

REMARK. 

t 

Hartfhorn,  when  the  quantity  is  not  large,  is 
made  as  dry  as  poftible,  and  diftilled  from  an  iron 
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pot,  to  which  an  alembic  head  of  earth  or  iron  is 
fitted,  in  an  open  fire.  The  receiver  may  be  of 
glafs,  and  large,  with  a glals  or  tin  adopter,  in- 
ferted  between  that  and  the  pipe  of  the  head.  The 
Swed.  Di/p^‘  direiis  a tubulated  iron  retort  and 
adopter.  The  fire  is  to  be  firft  moderate,  increafed 
flowly,  and  at  length  raifed  almoft  to  the  higheft 
degree.  An  aq.ueous  liquor  arifes,  fucceeded  by 
the  fait  and  oil.  The  fait  at  firfl:  diffolves  as  it 
comes  over  in  the  phlegm ; and,  when  this  is  fatu- 
rated,  the  remainder  of  the  fait  comes  over,  and 
concretes  in  a felid  form.  When  the  Salt  begins 
to  arife,  white  fumes  are  feen  to  pafs  into  the  re- 
ceiver, which  increafing,  yellow  faline  cryftals  form 
upon  its  fides.  The  fire  is  not  now  to  be  haftily 
augmented,  as  thefe  fumes  come  with  fuch  vehe- 
mence as  would  fometimes  throw  off  or  burfl  the 
receiver,  if  a fmall  hole  were  not  made  in  the 
luting,  to  be  flopped  with  a wooden  peg,  or  left 
open  at  diferetion.  After  the  Salt  has  all  arifen, 
a thick  Oil,  of  a dark  red  colour,  comes  over  : the 
procefs  is  now  to  be  difeontinued,  and  the  vefTels, 
when  grown  cold,  unluted. 

The  Tiquor  being  poured  out  of  the  receiver, 
the  Salt  which  remains  adhering  to  its  fides  is  to 
be  wafhed  off  with  a little  water,  and  added  to  it  j 
unlefs  it  be  required  to  have  the  whole  of  the  fait 
2 folid 
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folid  and  iindiflolved,  in  which  cafe  the  phlegm 
fhouid  be  removed  as  foon  as  the  Salt  begins  to 
arife,  and  the  receiver  until  tliat  time  left  unluted. 

The  Oil  may  be  firft  feparated  from  the  volatile 
liquor  (formerly  called  Spiritus  Cornu  Cervi)  by  the 
funnel,  and  afterwards,  more  perfedly,  by  filtra- 
tion- through  paper  firfi  wetted. 

The  volatile  liquor  may  be  freed  from  the  fii- 
perfluous  phlegm  by  diftillation  in  a common  re- 
tort, placed  in  a fand-furnace,  if  condu(5led  with  a 
very  gentle  heat.  The  Salt  will  rife  firft,  and  fix 
itfelf  to  the  upper  part  of  the  receiver,  from  which  / 
it  will  foon  be  waflied  down  by  the  fubfequent 
phlegm.  i\s  loon  as  the  Salt  is  almoft  diflblved, 
Lewis  has  advifed  to  raife  the  retort  out  of  the 
fand,  to  ftop  the  procefs  direflly,  and,  if  any  Oil 
fwims  on  the  top,  to  ftdm  it  off.  The  liquor  will 
thus  be  fully  faturated,  and  prove  always  equal  in 
ftrength  ; whereas,  if  the  procefs  is  not  now  ftop- 
ped,  the  phlegm  continuing  to  rife  muft  render  the 
liquor  weaker.  As  this  re6lification  is  not  fuffi- 
cient  to  render  it  pure,  that  is,  clear,  and  of  a 
grateful  odour,  the  College  have  directed  it  to  be 
repeated  a third  time. 

The  Salt  may  be  feparated  from  the  Liquor,  and 
purified,  in  fome  degree,  by  fublimation  in  a tall 
body  with  a glafs  head,  removing  the  veffels  as 
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foon  as  the  phlegm  begins  to  rife ; but  it  requires 
farther  depuration,  by  fubliming  it  from  a fmall 
portion  of  Alkohol,  or,  as  the  College  direfls, 
from  chalk. 


NATRON  PRi^lPARATUM. 

Prepared  Natron. 

Take  of  Barilla,  powdered,  two  pounds. 

Diftilled  Water  one  gallon. 

Boil  the  Barilla  in  four  pints  of  water  for 
half  an  hour,  and  ftrain.  Boil  the  part  which 
remains  after  ftraining  with  the  reft  of  the 
water,  and  ftrain.  Mix  the  liquors,  and  eva- 
porate to  two  pints,  and  fet  them  by  for  eight 
days  ; ftrain  this  liquor  again  ; and,  after  due 
boiling,  fet  it  by  to  cryftallize.

Boil  it,  with  a flow  fire,  in  four  or  five 
times  its  quantity  of  diftilled  vinegar  ; when 
the  effervefcence  eeafes  add  at  different  times 
more  diftilled  vinegar,  until  one  portion  be- 
ing nearly  evaporated,  the  addition  of  ano- 
ther will  excite  no  effervefcence,  which  will 
happen  when  about  twenty  pounds  of  dif- 
tilled  vinegar  have  been  ufed  ; afterwards  let 
it  be  dried  flowly.  An  impure  Salt  will  be 
left,  which  is  to  be  melted  for  a little  while

Laftly,  evaporate  this  liquor,  with  a flow 
fire,  in  a ftiallow  glafs  veftel ; fometimes  ftir- 
ring  the  fiilt  that  it  may  the  fooner  become 
dry ; which  ftiould  then  be  kept  in  a veftel 
clofely  ftopt. 

The  Salt  ought  to  be  very  white,  and  to 
dift'olve  entirely,  both  in  water  and  fpirit  of 
wine,  without  leaving  any  fediment.  If  the 
Salt,  although  white,  fhould  depofite  any 
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feculencles  when  diflblved  in  fpirit  of  wine, 
the  folution  muft  be  filtered  through  paper, 
and  evaporated  again  to  drynefe. 

REMARK. 

This  is  the  Sal  diureticus  of  the  former  Difpen- 
fatory.  The  operator  muft  be  very  careful,  in 
melting  the  impure  Salt,  not  to  ufe  too  great  an 
heat,  or  to  keep  it  liquefied  too  long  j a little 
fhould  be  occafionally  taken  out,  and  put  into  wa- 
ter j and,  as  foon  as  it  begins  to  part  freely  with 
its  black  colour,  the  whole  is  to  be  removed  from 
the  fire.  In  the  laft  drying,  the  heat  muft:  not  be 
fo  great  as  to  melt  it ; otherwife  it  will  not  prove 
totally  foluble.

It  is  celebrated  as  a powerful  diuretic  in  hydro- 
pic cafes,  proving  at  the  fame  time  mildly  laxa- 
tive.

This  neutral  Salt,  the  fartarum  vitriolatum  of 
the  former  Difpenfatory,  -is  of  all  others  the  moft 
difficult  of  folution.  It  is  of  a tafte  moderately 
bitter,  and  has  been  given  to  adults,  in  dofes  of  a 
fcruple  or  half  a dram,  as  a deobftruent  j and,  in 
dofes  of  four  or  five  drams,  as  a mild  cathartic, 
which  does  not  pafs  off  fo  haftily  as  the  Natron 
vitriolatum.  It  is  fiippofed,  by  fome,  to  perform 
its  office  more  completely,  and  to  extend  its  adtion 
beyond  the  primse  viae. 
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NATRON-TARTARISATUM. 

Tartarised  Natron. 

' Take  of  Natron  Wenty  ounces  by  weight. 

Cryftals  of  Tartar,  powdered,  two 
pounds.

Diflblve  the  Natron  in  the  water,  and  gra- 
dually add  the  cryftals  of  Tartar.

This  has  been  commonly  called  Sal  RupellenftSy 
or  Rochelle  Salt.  Like  Kali  Tartarijatum^  it  is 
decompofed  by  any  acid  having  a greater  affinity 
to  its  alkali  than  the  acid  of  tartar,  but  does  not 
liquefy  on  expofure  to  the  air.  Its  adtion  alfo  is 
weaker : it  is  given  from  an  ounce  to  an  ounce 
and  a half  as  a mild  purgative. 
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NATRON  VITRIOLATUM,

REMARK. 

This  Salt,  the  Sal  Catharticus  Glauheri  of  the 
former  Difpenfatory,  is  in  common  ufe  as  a pur- 
gative, a£ling  quickly  and  without  griping ; and 
may  be  given  to  adults  in  dofes  from  fix  to  ten 
drams. 
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NITRUM  PURIFICATUM. 

Purified  Nitre.

Take  of  Nitre  two  pounds. 

Diftilled  Water  four  pints. 

Boil  the  Nitre  in  the  water  until  it  is  dif- 
folved : ftrain  the  folution,  and  fet  it  by  to 
cryftallize. 

REMARK. 

The  ufual  method  of  evaporating  folutions  of 
Salts,  in  order  to  their  cryftallization,  until  a pel- 
licle appears  upon  the  furface  fails  in  Nitre. 
Here,  when  the  liquor  becomes  ready  for  forming 
cryftals,  if  a little  be  taken  up  in  a fpoon  as  it 
cools,  the  Salt  will  begin  to  fhew  itfelf  in  fmall 
threads.

Magnefia  is  a peculiar  earth,  forming,  when 
united  to  the  vitriolic  acid,  a purgative  fait,  eafily 
foluble  in  water,  whillf  common  abforbent  earths, 
united  with  this  ap id,  form  compounds  aftringent 
and  fcarcely  foipble. 

In  feparating  Magnefia  from  thi$  fait,  4 double 
elecdive  attraction  takes  place,  the  acid  leaving  the 
Magnefia,  and  joining,  the  mild  Kalh  whiift  the 
Magnefia  receives  the  fixed  air  difeharged  from 
the  Kali : hence  two  new  produCts,  a vitriolated 
Kali  and  Magnefia  united  with  fixed  air..  The 
former  is  diflblved  by  water,  the  latter  is  precipi- 
tated. It  is  in  general  efteem  for  correcting  aci- 
dity in  the  ftomachs  of  children,  in  whom  it  gene- 
rally proves  laxative  when  given  from  a fcruple  to 
a dram.  To  adults  it  is  given  more  largely  in 
Cardialgia,  &c.  '

REMARK.. 


Here  the  Magnefia  is  deprived  of  the  fixed  air, 
conftituting  more  than  half  its  weight,  without  be- 
ing converted  into  a cauftic  lime,  and  remaining 
equally  mild  with  the  preceding  aerated  Magnefia. 
If  fufficiently  burned,  it  does  not  efFervefce  with 
acids,  and  therefore  is  held  more  applicable  to 
complaints  in  the  primae  viae  of  adults,  attended 
with  flatulence,  and  often  purges  brilkly  in  the 
dofe  of  a dram  or  two. 

I do  not  fubfcribe' entirely  to  the  doflrine  con- 
tained in  the  former  part  of  this  remark ; for  al- 
though magnefia  cannot,  like  calcareous  earth,  be 
converted  into  quicklime,  yet  I muft  fuppofe  it 
governed  in  fome  meafure  by  general  laws,  equally 
with  other  bodies  deprived  of  fixed  air ; and  that 
an  attraftion  for  the  principle  which  has  been  ex- 
pelled by  fire  muft  be  exerted  by  the  body  thus 
deprived,  and  that  in  proportion  to  this  difpo- 
fition  to  re-combine  with  it  caufticity  muft  more 
or  lefs  depend.

The  operator  mufttake  care  that  the  pipkin,  or 
veffel,  in  which  thefe  preparations  are  boiled,  be 
capable  of  holding  at  leaft  three  times  the  quantity 
of  the  ingredients.  As  foon  as  the  mixture  is 
nearly  at  the  point  of  ebullition,  it  rarefies  fo  much 
as  certainly  to  run  over  the  fides  of  the  velTel,  and 
flame  in  a dangerous  manner,  unlefs  removed  in 
time  from  the  fire.  The  fire  fliould  be  gentle  for 
fome  time,  and  at  length  increafed  until  the  oil  juft 
bubbles,  in  which  heat  it  Ihould  be  kept  until  all 
the  Sulphur  appears  diflblved.  L.

ANTIMONIUM  CALCINATUM. 

Calcined  Antimony. 

^ I ' A K E of  Antimony,  powdered,  by 
"*■  weight  eight  ounces. 

Nitre,  powdered,  two  pounds. 

Mix,  and  throw  them  by  degrees  into  a 
crucible  heated  to  a white  heat.  Burn  the 
white  matter  about  half  an  hour  5 and,  when 
cold,  powder  it,  and  wafli  it  with  dillilled 
w^ater. 

REMARK. 

/ 

This  is  the  CaU  Antimonii  of  the  laft  Difpen- 
fatory.  The  Nitre  fhould  be  purified,  and  care- 
fully dried, — the  mixture  injedcd,  by  a fpoonful 

at 
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, at  a time,  into  a crucible  of  a white  heat,— and 
care  taken  not  to  melt  the  calx.  With  regard  to 
its  virtues,  Vigani^  a chemift  of  the  laft  century, 
had  pronounced  it  to  have  no  more  effedt  than 
tobacco-pipe  clay,  and  that  a perfon  gained 
£.^oqo  by  this  knowledge.  Boerhaave  has  iifed 
a fimilar  phrafe.  No  wonder  then  that  traders, 
as  honefl;  as  Vigani's,  acquaintance,  fubftituted  that 
clay  in  its  ftead,  and  that  the  medicine  canae  into 
difufe.  James’s  opinion  of  it  may  be  feen  in  fe- 
veral  places  of  his  Difpenfatory.  It  is,  indeed, 
one  of  the  mildeft  antimonials  : but,  if  it  be  true 
that  it  proves  emetic  after  long  expofure  to  the 
air,  and  that  by  means  of  the  black  flux  a regulus 
may  be  obtained  from  it— fome  efFeft  may  be 
prefumed.  The  Tranflator  hopes  to  be  excufed, 
if  he  fays,  that  he  prepared  the  Calx  lota  himfelf 
' in  1741  j— that  he  has  ever  fince  ufed  it,  — often 
defignedly  to  excite  naufea,  — and  continues  de- 
ceived, if,  when  genuine,  it  is  inefficacious.  It 
is  generally  given  in  fmall  dofes,  to  promote  a 
diaphorefis,  from  ten  grains  to  a fcruple. 

We  have  no  determinate  idea  of  the  common 
terms  of  red  and  white  heat  — Mr.  Wedgewood  has 
contrived  a thermometer  for  meafuring  the  higher 
degrees  of  heat,  and  begins  his  fcale  with  mark- 
‘ ^ • • • • ' ■ inff 
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ing  the  red  heat  fully  vifible  in  day  light  zero  or 
o®,  which  is  calculated  to  be  equal  to  1077° 
Fahrenheit. — The  white  heat  in  which  copper  melts 
is  27^  of  Wedgevvood,  and  4587°  of  Fahrenheit; 
the  welding  heat  of  iron  is  alfo  a white  heat  equal 
to  90®;  the  melting  heat  of  iron  (130°)  is  likewife 
a white  heat,  and  fo  on  to  160®,  the  greateft 
heat  which  argillaceous  veiTels  will  bear,  and  which 
is  ftill  only  a white  heat,  but  which  is  equal  to 
21877®  of  Fahrenheit.  See  Philqfophical  l“ranf- 
aSiionSy  Vol.  72. 

ANTIMONIUM  MURIATUM. 

Muriated  Antimony. 

Take  of  the  Crocus  of  Antimony,  pow- 
dered. 

Vitriolic  Acid,  of  each  one  pound. 

Dried  Sea-Salt  two  pounds. 

Pour  the  vitriolic  Acid  into  a retort,  ad- 
ding by  degrees  the  Sea-falt  and  Crocus  of  • 
Antimony,  previoudy  mixed  ; then  diftil  in 
a fand-bath.  Let  the  diftilled  matter  be  ex- 
pofed  to  the  air  feveral  days,  and  then  pour 
the  fluid  part  from  the  dregs.

REMARK. 

This  Teems  to  be  the  beft  method  of  preparing 
-this  medicine,  called  in  the  former  Difpenfatory 
Lariarum  emeticum^  although  Tome  Chemifts  make 
it  equally  well  with  other  preparations  of  Anti- 
mony. It  is  a medicine,  which,  from  its  fafety, 
convenience  of  exhibition,  and  little  tafte,  is  in 
general  life  as  an  alterant  and  emetic.  It  may  be 
given,  in  the  former  intention,  to  adults,  from 
one  eighth  of  a grain  to  one  half ; in  the  latter, 
from  one  or  two  grains  to  four  j or  in  the  way  the 
French  give  their  Emctique  en  Lavage  i that  is,  a 
full  dofe,  largely  diluted,  is  given  by  fmall  por- 
tions, every  half  hour,  until  a vomiting  fucceeds.

ANTIMONIUM  VITRIFACTUM. 

Vitrified  Antimony. 

Take  of  powdered  Antimony,  by  weight, 
four  ounces. 

Burn  it  in  a broad  earthen  veflel,  raifing 
the  fire  gradually,  and  ftirring  with  an  iron 
rod  until  it  no  longer  emits  any  fmoke.

Antimonial  Powder. 

Take  of  Antimony,  coarfely  powdered,

Sulphur  of  Antimony,  in  a dofe  of  three  or 
four  grains,  generally  proves  emetic ; it  is  there- 
fore oftener  given  as  an  alterant  in  very  fmall  dofes. 
Foreigners  feparate  the  Sulphur  precipitated  at 
different  affufions  of  the  acid,  employing  the  Sul- 
phur of  the  third  precipitation  more  freely,  as 
being  lefs  adtive.

^T^AKE  of  Silver  one  ounce  by  weight.

To  fucceed  in  this  preparation,  (the  Flores  Mar^

them  with  a little  water,  to  dry  the  mafs,  and  to  pow- 
der it  in  an  iron  mortar,  repeating  this  thrice.  In 
this  diredtion  he  is  followed  by  the  Swedilli  Difpen- 
fatory.  He  adds,  that  the  fuccefs  of  the  procefs 
depends  on  raifmg  the  fire  hajlily^  to  prevent  the  Sal  ^

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ammoniac  from  fubliming  before  the  greater  heat 
enables  it  to  carry  up  a fufEcicnt  quantity  of  iron  j 
that,  hence,  the  moft  proper  vefTel  is  an  iron  pot, 
to  which  is  luted  an  earthen  jar,  having  a fmall 
hole  in  its  bottom  for  the  efcape  of  elaftic  vapours  i 
and  that,  by  this  method,  flowers  of  a deep  orange- 
colour  often  rife  at  the  firfl:  fublimation. 

FERRI  RUBIGO. 

Rust  of  Iron. 

Take  of  iron  Filings  one  pound. 

Expofe  them  to  the  air,  often  moiftening 
them  with  water,  until  they  are  corroded  ; 
then  rub  the  rull  in  an  iron  mortar,  and  with

But  the  remainder,  which  cannot  by  a mo- 
derate trituration  be  reduced  into  powder  fo 
eafy  to  be  wafhed  away,  muft  be  again 
moiftened,  and  expofed  to  the  air,  and  treat- 
ed as  before.

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the  Quickfilvcr,  fliould  cover  his  mouth  and 
noftrils,  as  is  ufual  in  powdering  Cantharides,  &c. 
it  being  difficult  to  prevent  the  lighter  particles  of 
the  fublimate  from  affefting  the  mouth  and  eyes. 

Lewis  recommends,. as  a precaution,  to  fprinkle 
the  fublimate  with  a little  redlified  fpirit  during 
the  triture  ; which,  he  fays,  will  not  impede  the 
union  of  the  ingredients,  or  prejudice  the  fublima- 
tion  i but  that,  if  this  be  done,  it  is  better  not  at 
firft  to  cover  the  fubliming  veffel  with  a cap  of 
paper,  as  is  ufual,  but  to  defer  it  until  the  mixture 
begins  to  fublime, — that  the  fpirit  may  efcape.  ' 

The  marks  of  the  fublimate  being  perfedlly  dul- 
cijiedj  are  its  being  infipid,  and  not  foluble  except 
by  long  boiling  in  a large  portion  of  diJHlled  water. 
If  the  water  has  taken  up  any  part  of  it,  on  drop- 
ping an  alkaline  folution  into  the  decodlion,  it  will

Calomel  is  in  common  ufe  for  the  Lues  Venerea, 
in  dofes  from  one  grain  to  five ; and  is,  perhaps, 
one  of  the  faftft,  as  well  as  one  of  the  mofi  effica- 
cious remedies,  in  a variety  of  difeafes,  to  which  a 
found  judgment  may  render  it  applicable.

If  adulterated  with  Cerufe,  this  is  left 
upon  burning  fome  of  it,  as  mentioned  in  a follow- 
remark,  upon  Hydrarg,  nilrat.  ruler. 
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HYDRARGYRUS  ACETATUS. 

Acetated  Quicksilver. 

Take  of  purified  Quickfilver, 

Diluted  nitrous  Acid,  of  each  half 
a pound. 

Acetated  Kali,  three  ounces. 

Warm  diftilled  Water,  by  mea- 
fure,  two  pints. 

Mix  the  Quickfilver  with  the  nitrous  Acid, 
in  a glafs  veffel,  and  digeft  with  a gentle  heat 
for  twenty-four  hours,  that  the  Quickfilver 
may  be  diflblved.  Pour  this  nitrated  Quick- 
filver  into  a folution  of  the  acetated  Kali,  pre- 
vioufly  made  in  the  warm  water  (water  heated 
to  about  90  degrees)  and  the  acetated  Quick- 
filver  is  precipitated. — Wafh  this  firft  with 
cold  diftilled  water,  and  then  diflblve  it  in  as 
much  boiling  diftilled  water  as  is  fufficient  for 
the  purpofe. — Filter  the  folution  through  pa- 
per, and  fet  it  afide  to  cryftallize. 

REMARK. 

This  Is  faid  to  form  the  bafis  of  Keyfer's  pills, 
.and  may  be  given,  like  Calomel,  in  dofes  of  a few 
grains,  in  fimilar  diforders  and  intentions.

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This  preparation  (Hydrargyrus  acetatus)  was 
direfted  to  be  made  by  precipitating  the  Quick- 
filver  with  water  of  Kali,  and  re-diflblving  it  in 
the  acetous  Acid,  &c.  Pharm.  1788.) — The 
procefs  is  now  confiderably  improved ; for,  al- 
though in  medicines  of  great  aftivity  I would  not 
generally  prefer  a preparation  depending  upon  a 
double  eledHve  attraflion,  yet,  in  the  prefent  in- 
ilance,  the  formula  is  very  complete  and  elegant. 

H YDRARG  YRUS  CALC  I NATUS. 

Calcined  Quicksilver. 

Take  of  purified  Quickfilver  one  pound. 

Expofe  the  Quickfilver,  in  a flat-bottomed 
glafs  cucurbit,  to  a fand-heat  of  600  degrees,

REMARK. 

This  is  one  of  the  molt  aftive  preparations  of 
Quickfilver,  and  may  be  given,  with  caution,  from 
half  a grain  to  two  grains,  where  mercurials  are 
thought  proper. — In  larger  dofes  it  becomes  vio- 
lently emetic  or  purgative.  ' 
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HYDRARGYRUS  cum  GRETA. 
Quicksilver  with  Chalk. 

' Take  of  purified  Quickfilver,  by  weight, 

three  ounces.

REMARK. 

This  medicine,  formerly  called  Mercurius  alca- 
lijatus,  is  faid,  by  Cheyne,  Huxham,  and  others, 
to  be,  when  properly  prepared,  an  ufeful  alterative 
in  venereal  cafes  and  obftrudtions  of  the  vifcera  j 
in  dofes,  to  adults,  from  ten  grains  to  a fcruple  or 
half  a dram.  Purgatives  are  often  joined  with  it, 
to  prevent  its  producing  a ptyalifm.

This  is  the  Mercurius  corroftvus  Jublimatus  of  the 
former  Difpenfatory,  which,  at  the  time  that  was 
publiflied,  was  prepared  by  few  of  our  Apothecaries 
or  Chemifts,  but  was  generally  imported  from  Hol- 
land. It  has  now  been,  for  fome  years,  prepared 
by  feveral  chemifts  in  London,  and  large  quantities 
exported  to  foreign  countries. 

The  Dutch  fublimate  was  long  fufpedted  to  be 
adulterated  with  arfenic,  and  is  aflerted  to  be  fo, 
hy  Pideritj  fo  lately  as  1782.  (^Pharmac.  ration.') 
When  fuch  a fophiftication  is  by  fome  particular 
management  effedled,  it  may  be  dete6led  by  the 
peculiar  fmell  of  garlic,  which  is  perceived  upon 
throwing  it  on  burning  coals.  Experiments,  how-  - 
ever,  have  lately  proved  that  arfenic  does  not  fub- 
lime  with  an  heat  which  elevates  muriated  Quick- 
filver : but  a ftronger  argument  againft  fuch  fophif- 
tication  is, — that  arfenic  is  not  neceffary  to  increafe 
the  produft, — as  fuch  increafe  can  be  effe6led  with- 
out the  admixture  of  any  arfenic  at  all. 

The  operator  fhould  be  careful  to  avoid  the  per- 
nicious fumes,  which  arife  on  mixing  the  vitriolic 
acid  with  the  Quickfilver,  and  to  choofe  for  the 
fublimation  a glafs  cucurbit,  of  which  the  ingre- 
dients will  occupy  only  one-third.  In  this  procefs, 

the 
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the  vitriolic  acid,  after  it  has  changed  the  Quick- 
filver-  to  a white  calx,  and  the  fea-falt  has  been 
added,  unites  with  the  bafis  of  the  fea-falt,  forming 
Natron  Vitriolatum,  or  Glauber  % Salt  j whilft  the 
muriatic  acid,  which  is  thereby  fet  free,  unites  with 
the  Quickfilver,  and,  afllfted  by  the  increafing 
heat,  fublimes  with  it  in  the  form  of  a white  cryftal- 
Jine  mafs,  which  adheres  to  the  upper  part  of  the 
cucurbit. 

This  preparation  is  a very  ftrong  aftive  poifon, 
—yet  a folution  of  it  was  given  to  the  Tranflator 
repeatedly,  as  an  emetic,,  fifty  years  ago.  It  has 
been  employed  in  very  fmall  dofes  as  an  alterative, 
in  venereal  cafes,  for  more  than  a century ; but  its 
ufe  was  not  generally  known  until  Van  Swieten, 
about  the  middle  of  this,  warmly  recommended  it, 
and  not  unjuftly. 


HYDRARGY'RUS  MURIATUS  MITIS.

This  is  the  Mercurius  dulcis  pracipitatus  of  the 
Pharm.  Land.  fol.  1721,  p.  145, — adopted  by  the 
Edinburgh,  1744,  under  the  name  of  Merc.pracip. 
albus y — fince  that,  by  the  Swedijh  Difpenfa- 

tory,  after  the  improvement  of  Mr.  Scheehy  under 
the  name  of  Mercurius  dulcis. 

Mr.  Sckeele’s  diredbion  is, — that,  when  the  acid 
appears  no  longer  to  a6t  upon  the*Quickfilver,  the 

folution 
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folution  muft  be  made  nearly  to  boil,  and  continued 
in  that  heat  for  th'ree  or  four  hoursy  now  and  then 
fhaking  the  veffel, — towards'the  end  making  it  boil 
gently,  for  a quarter  of  an  hour.  See  more  on  this 
fubjedt  in  Scheeles  EJfaySy  and  the  Notes  of  Dr.  Bed^ 
does. 

As  it  has  been  fuppofed  by  many  to  be  a new  in- 
vention of  Mr.  Scheehy  and  recommended  by  him 
as  an  eafy  and  cheap  fubftitute  for  Calomel,  it  has 
come  pretty  much  into  ufe-  but 'the  teftimonies, 
before  the  Committee,  of  its  good  elFe6ls,  not  being 
confonant  with  each  other,  the  College  chofe  not 
to  receive  it  inftead  of  a medicine  of  fuch  eftab- 
liflied  chara6ter  as  Calpmel,  and  introduced  this 
for  future  trial.  It  is  given  in  dofes  fimilar  to  thofe 
of  Calomel. 

Notwithftanding  any  doubt  that  might  hitherto 
or  may  ftill  be  entertained,  concerning  the  nature 
of  this  mild  mercurial,  I feel  no  hefitation  in  fay- 
ing, that  it  is  equal  and  fimilar  to  Calomel  in  every 
refpeft,— and  that  the  muriatic  acid  is  here  as  per- 
feftly  faturated  and  combined  with  the  Quickfilver, 
as  in  the  more  tedious  and  expenfive  procefs  for  the 
preparation  of  Calomel. 
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HYDRARGYRUS  NITRATUS  RUBER.

Take  of  purified  Quickfilver,

This  preparation  is  xki't  Mercurius  corrqfivus  ruber 
of  the  former  Difpenfatory.  Its  fparkling  appear- 
ance, which  is  improved  by  the  muriatic  Acid,  and 
which  is  generally  confidered  as  a teft  of  its  ge- 
nuinenefs  and  ftrength,  is  prefently  loft,  if  the  Calx 
is  not  removed  from  the  fire  foon  after  it  has  ac- 
quired it.  If  adulteration  with  Minium  is  fufpedted, 
it  is  difcovered  by  the  duller  hue,  but  more  cer- 
tainly by  burning  fome  of  it  in  a fpoon ; for  the 
pure  will  deflagrate  entirely,  and  the  adulterated  will 
leave  the  Minium  or  other  impurities  behind. 

It  is  chiefly  ufed  by  the  Surgeons,  as  a catheretic, 
in  applications  to  foul  ulcers,  or  to  their  callous 
edges,  and  to  corrode  fuagous  excrefcencies  or 
granulations,

This  preparation  was,  in  the  laft  Difpenfatory, 
called  Cinnabaris  fabiitia.  The  mixture  of  the 
Quickfilver  and  Sulphur,  here  direfted,  is  very  apt 
to  take  fire,  and  a confiderable  explofion  frequently 
happens  (efpecially  if  the  procefs  is  too  haftily  con- 
duced) as  foon  as  it  grows  confiftent,  when  the  pot, 
or  veflel,  mufl;  be  immediately  clofe  covered  with  a 
wooden  cover.  In  the  fublimation,  alfo,  care  muft 
be  taken  to  prevent  the  matter  blocking  up  the  neck 
of  the  bolt-head.  By  introducing  at  times  an  iron 
wire,  fomewhat  heated,  into  its  neck,  the  operator 
may  be  aflhred  when  the  danger  of  this  is  approach- 
ing, and  prevent  mifchief,  by  cautioufly  raifing  the 
veflfel  higher  from  the  fire.  L. 

This  medicine  is  employed  in  cutaneous  erup- 
tions, but  chiefly  in  fumigations  for  venereal  ulcers. 
It  has  alfo  been  given,  and  formerly  much  depended 
upon  when  joined  with  Mufk,  to  patients  bitten  by 
a mad  dog, — in  epilepfies,  &c.

Its  ufe  is  chiefly  external.  Internally  employed, 
by  the  caudous  and  Ikilful,  it  is  a moft  ufeful  me- 
dicine j — by  the  ignorant,  a dangerous  poifon. 
Colics,  contrafted  limbs,  tremors,  palfies,  &c.  are 
the  confequences  of  its  abufe ; and  to  fuch  com- 
plaints workers  in  lead  arc  unfortunately  and  una- 
voidably expofed.

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Ether,  the  moli  light,  volatile,  and  inflammable, 
of  all  fluids,  is  with  difficulty  preferved  from  ex- 
halation. It  has  been  fuppofed  not  mifcible  with 
water,  but  Count  Lauragais  has  fliewn  that  ten 
parts  of  Water  diflTolve  one  of  Ether,  and  that  the 
Ether  which  fwims  on  the  furface  of  Water  is  the 
furplus,  which  the  Water  cannot  dilTolve.  It  is 
therefore  to  be  preferved,  without  Water^  in  a 
phial,  the  Hopper  of  which  is  ground  exadtly  to  its 
mouth,  and  a piece  of  bladder  tied  over  it. 

Given  internally,  it  is  a powerful  tonic  and  anti- 
fpafmodic  in  dyfpepfy,  hyflieric  fpafms,  &c.  in 
dofes,  from  10  or  12  drops,  to  ^i  or  more,  on  a 
lump  of  fugar, — or  in  fyrup,  diluted  with  water  ; — 
which  fhould  be  fwallowed  quick,  as  it  exhales  with, 
great  celerity.

During  the  aflion  of  the  fluids  on  each  other,  the 
veflel  fliould'be  lightly  covered  ; — if  clofe  flopped^ 
it  will  burft  j — if  left  open,  the  more  valuable  parts 
will  exhale.  The  method  of  mixing  thefe  fluids, 
ufed,  by  the  very  modeft  and  ingenious  Dr.  Black, 
for  nitrous  Ether,  whether  proper  for  the  prepara- 
tion here  intended  or  not,  deferves  to  be  mentioned, 
as  given,  it  is  faid,  by  Dr,  Webfter. 

On  two  ounces  of  the  ftrong  acid,  put  into  a 
phial,  the  Doftor  pours,  flowly  and  gradually,  a- 
bout  an  equal  quantity  of  water  which,  by  be- 
ing made  to  trickle  down  the  fides  of  the  phial, 
floats  on  the  furface  of  the  acid  without  mixing 
with  it.  He  then  adds,  in  the  fame  cautious  man- 
ner, three  ounces  of  highly-redtified  fpirit  of  wine, 
which,  in  its  turn,  floats  on  the  furface  of  the 
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water.  By  thefe  means  the  three  fluids  are  kept 
feparate,  on  account  of  their  fpecific  gravities,  and 
a ftratum  of  water  is  interpofe,d  between  the  acid 
and  the  fpirit.  The  phial  is  now  fet  in  a cool 
place  ; the  acid  gradually  afcends,  and  the  fpirit 
defcends  through  the  water.  Lewis  D.  Edinh.  Ed. 

The  heat  mufl:  be  gentle,  otherwife  the  veflTels 
may  be  endangered,  efpecially  if  a tubulated  re- 
ceiver is  not  employed.  The  mixing  the  product 
with  Kali  is  not  here  necclTary,  as  the  College  has 
afcertained  the  quantity  to  be  drawn. 

Spirit  of  nitrous  Ether,  the  Spiritus  nitri  dulcis 
of  the  former  Difpenfatory,  has  been  long  in  ufe, 
as. an  antifpafmodic  and  diuretic,  from  twenty  drops, 
to  a dram  j and,  with  proper  additions,  diaphoretic.

addition  of  water  be  neceflfary,  (as  is  generally  the 
cafe,)  it  fhould  be  of  a boiling  heat,  left  fome  of  the 
boiling  plafter  ftiould  fly  in  his  face.  But  it  fliould 
not  be  forgotten  that  a plajler  is  expedled  to  ftick, 
in  fome  degree,  to  the  part  on  which  it  is  applied, 
— which  this  plafter  but  too  often  will  not  .do. 
'Lewis  fays,  fome  of  our  induftrious  medicine- 
makers  (perhaps  having  heard  it  faid  that  plafters 
are  applications  of  little  ufe)  have  thought  a cheaper 
compofition  would  anfwer  the  purpofe,  and  have 
accordingly  added  a large  quantity  of  common 
whiting  and  hog’s  lard  j whence  it  does  not  ftick 
fo  well,  and  the  lard  is  apt  to  become  rancid  and 
acrimonious.  Whenever  this  plafter  is  fpoiled 
either  by  the  fraud  above-mentioned,  — the  ignor 
ranee, — or  the  lazinefs,  of  the  preparer,  in  not 
boiling  it  fufficiently,— many  other  plafters^  of 
which  this  forms  the  bafis,  will  be  deficient  in  the 
qualities  expeded  by  the  College.

N.  B.  All  the  Dofes  (except  thofe  of  the  Syrups,  which  may  be 
given  aloneto  Children)  are  calculated  for  an  Adult.~Thefirll 
is  a common  dofe,  and  the  fecond  may  alfo  generally  be  given 
with  fafety ; — but  in  feveral  of  the  very  aftive  Medicines,  it 
will  be  prudent  to  begin  with  the  firft  quantity,  and  to  ad- 
vance gradually : and,  as  a general  rule,  wherever  a large 
quantity  is  marked  for  a firft  dofe,  as  in  the  Simple  Waters, 
&c.  we  may  frequently  proceed  much  higher  even  than  the 
fecond — fometiraes  ad  libitum  ; — but  where  the  firft  quan> 
tity  is  fmall,  we  muft  be  very  cautious.  We  may  occafion- 
ally  refer  with  advantage  to  the  Materia  Medica ; and 
in  feme  inftances  alfo  to  the  Remarks,  where  the  late  Tranf- 
Jator  has  fometimes  both  mentioned  the  dofes,  and  a conyc- 
pient  mode  of  exhibition.
